Special Castro Area Patrols 
Net Pickpocket Perpetrator

A man accused of trying to 
pick the pockets of several 
Castro area bar patrons was 
nabbed on by a San Francis¬ 
co Patrol Special officer in 
the Castro on March 22. 

Andre Sherman, 38, was 
arrested by Patrol Special of¬ 
ficer Chip Barrette and has 
been charged by the District 
Attorney office with one 
count of grand theft from a 
person and three counts of at¬ 
tempted grand theft in the in¬ 
cidents, according to SFPD 
Fraud Inspector Phil Tum- 
marello. 

The alleged thief had be¬ 
come so notorious that local 
bars had posted notices in 
their premises warning cus¬ 


tomers that a pickpocket was 
operating in the area. 

Sherman has a criminal 
history in several states, in¬ 
cluding several previous mis¬ 
demeanor convictions on 
pickpocket charges, and was 
on probation at the time of 
his arrest. 

According to Tummarello, 
Sherman’s alleged modus 
operandi was to make social 
contact with customers in 
bars and then follow them 
into the bar bathroom and at¬ 
tempt to pick their pockets. 

Although the wallet was 
recovered and returned to the 
bar patron in one case, Tum¬ 
marello said that Sherman 
was charged with a felony 
pickpocket offense because 
the theft had been completed. 


Sherman is scheduled for a 
preliminary Municipal Court 
hearing on the charges on 
June 6. 

Barrette, like other San 
Francisco Patrol Special offi¬ 
cers, is a sworn San Francisco 
police officer who is not paid 
by the city but by merchants 
and residents of the neighbor¬ 
hood they serve. 

Patrol specials began oper¬ 
ating in the Castro to beef up 
regular police services earlier 
this month at the request of 
local businesses and others 
concerned about crime in the 
neighborhood. 

The officers have already 
arrested several shoplifters 
and other criminals preying 
on businesses and individuals 
in the area. ▼ 


Domestic Partners 
Bill Passes Assembly

Sacramento, CA — Tues¬ 
day’s initial vote on AB 2810 
on the California State As¬ 
sembly floor, on the Domestic 
Partners Bill, was 41 for the 
bill, 26 against. According to 
the bill’s author, Assembly- 
member Richard Katz, D- 
Panorama City, the bill need¬ 
ed 41 votes to pass. In the fi¬ 
nal tally it had 42 aye votes to 
30 noes. 

Predictably, Assembly re¬ 
ligious rightists were bemoan¬ 
ing the “tearing of the very 
fabric of society,” while As- 
semblymember Bill Morrow, 


R-Oceanside, warned that the 
“building blocks of society, 
marriage and the family” 
were at stake. The roster of 
no votes contained familiar 
names, Alby, Knowles, Fergu¬ 
son and so on. 

Not surprisingly, support 
for the bill centered around 
the issues addressed by the 
legislation — hospital access 
and conservatorship. Al¬ 
though Paula Boland, R- 
Granada Hills, scoffed at the 
need for the bill, wondering 
whether proponents “think 
the people of this state are so 
stupid they can’t go to a 
lawyer to have these things

Fabregas: AIDS Foundation 
Underserves Immigrants

Tomas Fabregas, a former 
member of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation board of di¬ 
rectors who resigned in April, 
has blasted the agency for not 
having enough people with 
HIV on the board and says it 
fails to advocate for the needs 
of immigrants affected by the 
epidemic. 

“I don’t know that I’d call 
it racism or insensitivity, al¬ 
though I do feel it’s quite in¬ 
sensitive, but what I do know 
is that, in my judgement, they 
are basically abandoning the 
foreign born in the Bay 
Area,” Fabregas told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“They only have three 
openly HIV-positive people. 
The demographic composi¬ 
tion of the board is corporate 
lawyers, doctors and business 
people,” Fabregas said. 

I’ve tried to educate the 
board on these issues, but as 
usual, you get very good 
words from the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation, but 
where is the action?” 

Fabregas, who holds a 
Masters in Business Adminis¬ 
tration from UC Berkeley, 
said that he resigned from the 
Foundation in disgust be¬ 
cause he believes the agency 
is fast becoming a “merry bu¬ 
reaucracy that has lost a sense 
of urgency.” 

Although SFAF acting ex¬ 
ecutive director Lance Hen¬ 
derson disputes Fabregas’ tal¬ 
ly of people with HIV on the 
* agency’s board, he said that 
such quibbles about an exact 
number is not the issue—the 
AIDS Foundation admits the 
numbers “are inadequate.” 

“We have five people on 
our board who identify as 
people with HIV infection. 
Four are public and one is 
not,” said SFAF executive di¬ 
rector Lance Henderson. 

“I want to cop to the chal¬ 
lenges this organization faces. 
We acknowledge and believe 
it is crucial for us to represent 
the population and have to re¬ 
cruit people who have HIV 
infection,” Henderson said. 

Henderson said that while 
the SFAF board is making 
every effort to identify and re¬ 
cruit people with HIV infec¬ 
tion to serve on the agency’s 
board, that doesn’t mean 
there isn’t a “sense of urgen¬ 
cy” on the board about the 
mission of the foundation. 

“The fact that a lot of the 
board is not HIV positive 
doesn’t mean they don’t bring 
that sense of urgency to their 
work with the Foundation. 

More than one third of the 
SFAF board is comprised of 
members of “communities of 
color” —and the board has re¬ 
cruited one person with HIV 
in the past year. Henderson 
says “there is a substantial 
commitment to diverstiy on the 
part of the board.” 

According to Henderson, 
The AIDS Foundation also 
believes that “it has to do bet¬ 
ter” in recruiting and hiring 
people with HIV as staff. 

Part of the problem, Hen¬ 
derson says, is that although 
the AIDS Foundation adver¬ 
tises widely that it wants peo¬ 
ple with HIV to apply for po¬ 
sitions, they often don’t. 

People are reluctant to self 
identify with HIV for a job 
position, and although the 
SFAF wants people to feel 
comfortable about being open 


for men 
and women 
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about their HIV status, em¬ 
ployers cannot ask job seek¬ 
ers their HIV status for good 
reasons, Henderson said. 

The problem is typified by 
a recent job vacancy within 
the Foundation that was post¬ 
ed and advertised, according 
to Henderson. 

“We received 50 resumes 
but only one person identified 
as HIV positive, despite the 
fact that the job description 
encouraged people with HIV 
to apply, ” he said. 

Henderson said that al¬ 
though he understands Fabre¬ 
gas’ concerns about immigra¬ 
tion and while the agency’s 
public policy budget is just 
$460,000, he says the agency 
has been providing “preemi¬ 
nent leadership on the issue 
since the get-go’—and last 
year spent $50,000 to do fed¬ 
eral lobbying and organizing 
on the issue when “no one 
else would approach it.” 

“There’s no question that 
travel restriction and other 
immigration legislation is aw¬

ful. We are trying to build a 
coalition with other agencies 
in the District of Columbia to 
overturn AIDS immigration 
legislation.” 

“But, our public policy 
budget has to be balanced 
against the need for work on 
Ryan White re-authorization 
and prevention re-authoriza-

Migden, Leal Address 
Domestic Partner Inequities

Lesbian and gay domestic 
partners of city workers could 
be named as beneficiaries of 
their lover’s retirement bene¬ 
fits, under a proposed amend¬ 
ment to the city charter intro¬ 
duced on May 23 by Supervi¬ 
sors Carole Migden and Su¬ 
san Leal. 

The proposed amendment 
must first be heard by the 
Board of Supervisors’ rules 
committee, and then ap¬ 
proved by the board, before it 
can be placed on the Novem¬ 
ber ballot. 

Under the Migden-Leal 
proposal, city workers would 
be able to designate their sur¬ 
viving domestic partner to re¬ 
ceive their retirements bene¬ 
fits after they die. 

Heterosexual city workers 
who are now married can al¬ 
ready designate their surviv¬ 
ing spouses to receive the 
benefits. 

There are an estimated 600 
registered domestic partners 
of city workers, according to 
Bevan Dufty, Leal’s legisla¬ 
tive aide. 

Domestic partners would be 
eligible only if they were listed 
as a beneficiary a year before 
the retirement of the city 


worker — or one year before 
the employee’s death, if the 
worker died before retiring. 

“There are many city em¬ 
ployees who reach retirement 
with domestic partners of 
many years,” said Leal. “It is 
grossly unfair that after many 
years of paying into this sys¬ 
tem, a city employee cannot 
name their domestic partners 
as beneficiary of their bene¬ 
fits. This Charter amendment 
will correct that inequity.” 

San Francisco voters ap¬ 
proved domestic partners leg¬ 
islation in 1990. Under the 
legislation, city workers are 
able to purchase health care 
coverage benefits through city 
health plans to cover their do¬ 
mestic partners. 

Spouses get more 

However, according to 
Dana Van Gorder, legislative 
aide to Supervisor Migden, 
health benefits coverage ends 
upon the death of the domes¬ 
tic partner, while spouses con¬ 
tinue to receive the coverage 
if named. The Leal-Migden 
measure would grant the 
same rights to domestic part¬ 
ners. 

“Right now you can name 
anybody as a recipient of 


your retirement pension. But, 
if you are a spouse, you re¬ 
ceive more than any other 
person that would be named. 
The legislation makes domes¬ 
tic partners the equivalent of 
spouses,” Van Gorder said. 

“It is fair and sound policy 
for the city to support com¬ 
mitted relationships by ex¬ 
tending the same employ¬ 
ment benefits to domestic 
partners as to married cou¬ 
ples,” Migden said. 

The legislation, which little 
or no effect on the funding or 
cost of city retirement plans, 
follows a May 9 proposal by 
Migden that exempted do¬ 
mestic partners from paying 
real property transfer tax 
upon divorce or death. 

San Francisco requires a 
transfer tax — of $2.50 per 
$500 of assessed valuation — 
be paid when real estate is 
transferred between owners. 

“San Francisco is clearly 
committed to treating domes¬ 
tic partners on the terms as 
married couples, but if do¬ 
mestic partners who own a 
home break up, or if one part¬ 
ner dies, they face an econom¬ 
ic burden in addition to emo¬ 
tional loss,” Migden said. “It’s 
time the city corrected 
this.” ▼ 


Maitri Hospice Relocates

Maitri AIDS Hospice on 
Hartford Street in the Castro, 
founded in 1987 by the late Is- 
san Dorsey, an openly gay 
Zen Buddhist priest, has an¬ 
nounced that it plans to move 
from its current location. 

The hospice must move 
because its current two-house 
facility is inadequate, accord¬ 
ing to George Hurd, the agen¬ 
cy’s executive director. 

“To bring our current site 
up to code for city regulations 
and licensing requirements is 
almost an imoossible task,” 
Hurd told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The hospice can serve eight 
residents but wishes to expand 
its capacity to serve between 12 
and 15, Hurd said. 

“There are alot of problems 


with the current location. We 
are not really wheelchair-ac¬ 
cessible and the residents’ 
rooms are on two different 
floors,” Hurd said. 

With an annual budget of 
$300,000, the hospice, which 
has one quarter of the AIDS 
hospice beds in San Francis¬ 
co, became an independent 
non-profit corporation with its 
own board of directors in 
1993. 

Attendant and nursing 
care at the facility is provided 
by the Visiting Nurses and 
Hospice program of California 
Pacific Medical Center. 

“Unfortunately, the need 
for AIDS hospice care in San 
Francisco continues to grow,” 
said Bill Aseltyne, Maitri’s 
board president. “We’re confi¬ 
dent that we will be able to 
provide a somewhat larger fa¬ 


cility, where we can provide 
quality hospice care without 
losing the home-like atmo¬ 
sphere that makes our cur¬ 
rent location attractive to res¬ 
idents and their friends and 
families.” 

Dorsey, a student of 
Richard Baker-roshi and a 
longtime Zen Buddhist priest, 
founded the hospice as a pro¬ 
ject of the Hartford Street 
Zen Center. 

Acording to Hurd, the hos¬ 
pice wants to relocate in the 
“greater Castro” area, and 
will hold a public meeting on 
June 14 from 6:30-8:30 p.m. at 
the Metropolitan Community 
Church, located at 150 Eureka 
Street, to seek community in¬ 
put about AIDS housing and 
hospice care in San Francisco 
and about Maitri’s relocation 
efforts. ▼

taken care of by having legal 
papers drawn up.” 

Her comments led one of 
her colleagues to wonder 
aloud about Boland’s sudden 
and unlikely support of the le¬ 
gal profession. 

According to Katz the 
bill is not a gay rights issue. 
“Gays make up only two per¬ 
cent of the people who will 
be affected by this bill,” Katz 
said. “There are a great many 
more senior citizens who will 
be able to share their lives 
without having to risk their 
Social Security or Medicare 
or some other meager 
amount they would have to 
forfeit if they marry.” 

A broad-based coalition 
of senior citizens’ groups, re¬ 
ligious, medical and human 
rights organizations, brought 
together by the L.I.F.E./AIDS 


Lobby, supported the bill as 
well as a number of daily 
newspapers, including the 
Los Angeles Times and the 
Fresno Bee. The Sacramento 
Bee printed editorial endorse¬ 
ments of the bill on Monday. 

According to Laurie 
McBride, Executive Director 
of L.I.F.E., two legislators, 
Ray Haynes, R-Temecula, 
and Dean Andal, R-Stockton, 
attempted to attach hostile 
amendments to the bill. 
Haynes’ amendment would 
have barred same-sex couples 
from registering as domestic 
partners, while Andal’s would 
have prohibited California 
from recognizing same-sex 
domestic partnerships and 
would also prohibit recogni¬ 
tion of same-sex marriage. 

McBride said that because 
the two amendments were 
similar, Haynes withdrew his 
and Andal’s was debated and 
defeated. However, McBride 
said she thinks that if the bill 
becomes law, the far right- 


wing religionists will put the 
matter before the voters 
through ballot initiatives. 

At a press conference 
held at Sacramento’s Lambda 
Community Center on 
Wednesday, June 1, Katz’ con¬ 
tention found agreement as 
Executive Director, Joanna 
Cassese said, “It’s gratifying 
to know that the Assembly 
recognizes that all people, and 
particularly those who have 
limited time left in their lives, 
need to have someone they 
can take care of and who can 
take care of them. 

Hospital visitation and con¬ 
servatorship is so important 
for the elderly and the ill — 
we can only hope that the 
Senate will exhibit similar 
wisdom.” 

The bill will go to a Sen¬ 
ate policy committee in June, 
probably Senate Judiciary, 
and will then go to a fiscal 
committee. The bill is expect¬ 
ed to reach the Senate floor 
by August. ▼

We Are His, We Are Hers, 
We Are History 


by Dennis Conkin 

A major exhibit of pho¬ 
tographs, memorabilia, peri¬ 
odicals and other artifacts de¬ 
tailing the development of the 
San Francisco lesbian and 
gay community during the 
‘50s and ‘60s is underway at 
the Harvey Milk Memorial 
Branch of the Public Library 
in the Castro. 

“Before Stonewall: San 
Francisco Lesbians and Gays 
on the Edge of Revolt,” an 
exhibit of the Lesbian and 
Gay Historical Society of 
Northern California, is partial¬ 
ly funded by a grant from the 
California Council For the 
Humanities. 

“There are a lot of things 
from the collection we recent¬ 
ly received from Del Martin 
and Phyllis Lyon, including 
an original campaign poster 
for Jose (Saria) when he ran 
for office,” curator Ellen Mey¬ 
ers told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Martin and Lyon are long¬ 
time San Francisco lesbian 
activists who founded the 
Daughters of Bilitis, a pre- 
Stonewall lesbian rights and 
support group. 

Saria, also known as the 
Widow Norton, ran the Black 
Cat Bar, an infamous San 
Francisco gay bar, and later 
launched a mid-sixties cam¬ 
paign for Supervisor. 

“The exhibit traces the 
work of the early homophile 
movement from the Daugh¬ 
ters of Bilitis and Mattachine 
and other groups including 
the Society for Individual 
Rights and other activist 
groups that people don’t even 
know about,“ Meyers said. 

One of the pre-Stonewall 
San Francisco gay protests 
detailed in the exhibit is a 
1966 picket at the Federal 
Building on Golden Gate Av¬ 
enue by lesbians and gays de¬ 
manding the right to serve in 
the armed forces. 

“It’s similar to what people 
were doing a couple of years 
ago,” Meyers said. 

Part of the exhibit also de¬

tails the efforts of a pre- 
Stonewall coalition of les¬ 
bians and gays that success¬ 
fully targeted and ended po¬ 
lice harassment of gay and 
lesbian bar and club patrons. 

As part of the exhibit, 
which began on June 1, the 
Historical Society and Les¬ 
bian and Gay Outreach to El¬ 
ders are sponsoring “Come 
Tell A Story,” on June 3 
from 6:30-9:30 p.m at the ex¬ 
hibit site. 

During the evening, les¬ 
bians and gays who “are just 
folks” who lived in San Fran¬ 
cisco before 1970 will take to 
the microphone and share sto¬ 
ries about their lives in San 
Francisco during the era. 

“It’s an evening of tales of 
lesbian and gay life before 
1970,” Meyers said. 

The Lesbian and Gay His¬ 
torical Society of Northern 
California is a non-profit group 
dedicated to collecting and 
preserving historically signifi¬ 
cant materials that document 
the lives of Bay Area lesbians, 
gay men, bisexuals and trans¬ 
sexuals. 

In addition to maintaining 
archives, the group publishes 
a newsletter, produces exhi¬ 
bitions and programs, and 


conducts oral history pro¬ 
grams. 

The Harvey Milk Memori¬ 
al Branch of the San Francis¬ 
co Public Library is located at 
3555 16th Street in the Castro. 
The exhibit runs through Au¬ 
gust 31. For more information 
contact the Historcial Society 
at 626-0980. ▼

CITY PROPOSITIONS 


PROPOSITION "A” VOTE YES 
School District Improvement Bonds 

This bond issue would repair existing schools 
which are in bad shape. It would also allow the 
school district to bring the school properties up 
to compliance with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. It would also set money aside 
to build a badly needed grade school in the 
Tenderloin area. We have urged no votes on most 
school issues as the money always seems to wind 
up in the pocket of the administrators. This prop¬ 
osition would use all its money for retrofit, 
upgrading and the building of a new school. We 
urge a YES VOTE on PROPOSITION A. 

PROPOSITION "B” VOTE YES 

911 Dispatch Center Financing 

This would allow the city to raise as much as 
$60 million by the technique known as lease¬ 
financing. The city is broke and should be allow¬ 
ed to lease/purchase new equipment when it 
doesn’t have sufficient funds to buy the equip¬ 
ment outright. We need to fix an archaic 911 
system. The system would not withstand 
another serious earthquake. VOTE YES on 
PROPOSITION B. 

PROPOSITION “C" VOTE YES 
Equipment Lease Financing 

This proposition would increase the ceiling on 
lease financing of equipment from the current 
$20 million to $40 million. Again, not having suf¬ 
ficient money to purchase city equipment, we 
must rely on leasing to own — VOTE YES on 
PROPOSITION C. 

PROPOSITION “D" VOTE NO 
Police Staffing 

To slice into the general fund and guarantee 
so many dollars a year to the police department 
is wrong. Take some of these highly trained of¬ 
ficers off of their desks and put lower priced 
clerical help in their places and we would prob¬ 
ably have sufficient cops for the streets. The 
S.F.P.D. wastes more money a year than any 
other city department. It doesn’t need more 
money to squander. Don’t cut vital services in the 
future by putting in a police bite at this time.

PROPOSITION "E” VOTE NO 
Library Fund 

We oppose this on the same grounds that we 
oppose Proposition E — do not allow each 
special interest group in the city to come to the 
voters each year for their own special cut of the 
pie.

The Library Commission must 
figure out how to maintain the current library 
system. Remember as we go down the line and 
monies for health issues dry up, these services 
would continue to get their percentage and some 
of the city’s vital services would have to be cut.

Employment After Retirement 

Would allow skilled retirees to work for no 
more than 120 days or 960 hours a year. It would 
not increase their benefits nor would they lose 
any of their benefits. Who knows, it might even 
save money. VOTE YES on PROPOSITON F. 

PROPOSITION "G" VOTE YES 
Mission-Driven Budgeting 

This charter amendment would replace the 
current “line item” budget with the mission- 
driven concept. Each department would have to 
spell out its goals and organize its budget accord¬ 
ing to those goals. A small step into the 21st cen¬ 
tury. VOTE YES on PROPOSITION G. 

PROPOSITION "H” VOTE YES 
Airport BART Station 

The only reason we say yes to this proposition 
is because it would prohibit using money from 
police, fire, health or library budgets or by rais¬ 
ing taxes to build an airport BART station.

Vandalism at Stanford 

The following letter was sent to Gerhard 
Casper, President, Stanford University, Of¬ 
fice of the President, Building 10, Stanford, 
CA 94305-2060 

Dear President Casper: 

I am writing in response to the recent act of van¬ 
dalism against the Gay Liberation sculpture. 

Community United Against Violence (CUAV) is a 
community-based agency which works to prevent 
violence against lesbian, gay, bisexual, and tran¬ 
sgender people, hate-motivated violence in particular. 

Hate violence is never meant to be an attack solely 
on an individual. Hate violence is an attempt to con¬ 
trol and frighten an entire class of people. The attack 
on the Seigal sculpture succeeds in that goal. The at¬ 
tack against the sculpture is a hate-motivated attack 
by every definition. 

The victims of the attack are not four bronze figures; 
the victims are the queer people at Stanford and 
throughout the Bay Area whose level of personal fear 
has been increased. 

As such, Stanford has a responsibility to “treat” the 
whole community — to review the welcome given to 
queer students and staff, to step up “sensitivity train¬ 
ing” on campus, and to seek discipline against the 
perpetrators commensurate with the damage done to 
the community, not just to the sculpture. 

One necessary act by the administration is a 
vigorous public contradiction of one Stanford coach 
who thinks the incident is nothing more than a 
harmless prank. This is no harmless prank.

Scouting for Family Values 

As an Eagle Scout (Marin Council, class of 1976), I 
was disturbed by the tone of a solicitation letter I 
received from the San Francisco Bay Area Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America which decried decisions 
of United Way and corporate donors not to violate 
their respective non-discrimination policies by fund¬ 
ing B.S.A., an organization whose “policy prohibits 
admitting declared homosexual persons into member¬ 
ship or into adult volunteer leadership in Scouting.” 
The letter stated that “This commitment to family 
values ... has been costly to us.” I wonder how much 
more costly it has been for the gay youth of America. 

The unfortunate situation in which the Boy Scouts 
of America finds itself is attributable to its very 
limited notion of what “reverent” and “morally 
straight” mean. I have known atheists whose ethical 
standards and conduct put some Christians of my ac¬ 
quaintance to shame. And there are many faiths which 
find no moral fault with homosexual orientation. My 
own, UnitarianUniversalism, is among them. The or¬ 
ganizations which have withdrawn funding for Boy 
Scouting are simply adhering to their own ethical 
standards, which are in regrettable conflict with 
BSA’s. 

I believe it is morally wrong to discriminate against 
anyone on account of who they are or whom they love. 
To eject a youth from Scouting if he should discover 
that his orientation is homosexual is cruel and unjust. 
It is similarly unfair to deny homosexual men the op¬ 
portunity to be leaders. One might as well exclude 
boys and men who happen to be left-handed. B.S.A.’s 
policy in this area is unfair and discriminatory. This 
was no less true when B.S.A. was fighting to keep 
units racially segregated not so very long 
ago. B.S.A. eventually recognized its error then, and 
I hope it will do so now. 

Discrimination of any kind is immoral and organiza¬ 
tional adoption of particular religious beliefs — to the 
exclusion of different, honestly held beliefs — is ir¬ 
reverent. I believe B.S.A.’s “family values” rhetoric is 
repugnant to the highest ideals of the Scout Oath and 
Law.

Not Opposed to Home Testing & Not A 
Shill 

Your recent article on home access HIV testing was, 
I thought, fair and informative. However, I want to cor¬ 
rect one error and take issue with one word. 

You referenced my opposition to a home test kit, 
developed by Burroughs-Welcome. BW has, to my 
knowledge, never proposed or developed a home test 
kit. What I was critical of (rather than opposed) was 
their advertising campaign a few years ago that en¬ 
couraged testing. 

BW’s campaign was more about getting people on 
AZT than it was about getting them tested; they just 
saw it as a two-step marketing strategy. The pro¬ 
testing ad campaign was a “lead generator” in mar¬ 
keting terms. I thought that was a mistake and poten¬ 
tially a disservice to the community. I spoke out about 
it. BW had been a recent advertiser in my Community 
Cardpack and their representatives were extremely 
angry with what I wrote. A subhead in your article 
referred to me as a “shill” for Johnson 8& Johnson’s 
Direct Access Diagnostics subsidiary. “Shill,” to me, 
implies shady and/or secretive. 

Neither is the case in my relationship with Direct 
Access. I gladly took them on as a client, have disclos¬ 
ed our relationship with them in the most recent issue 
of POZ Magazine (which I publish), and volunteer it 
whenever I have spoken to the press or in public about 
testing issues. 

I have always been a strong advocate of voluntary, 
anonymous testing. In 1987,1 wrote (and financed) a 
direct mail package for Project Inform that was ag¬ 
gressively pro-testing, to the point of controversy. 

Getting people tested will save lives. Period. But if 
there is not active and vocal community support, the 
FDA may not approve home access testing. That 
would be deadly. Will some people take drastic action, 
maybe commit suicide, when they get their results 
over the phone? Probably. They do it now, even with 
face-to-face counseling. But the suicides are far 
outweighed by the people dying because they did not 
know they were positive and were not taking appro¬ 
priate treatment. 

If my epitaph were to read “he helped bring the 
home access HIV test to the public,” I would rest easy 
in my grave.

The following letter was sent to Joyce 
Millman, San Francisco Examiner televi¬ 
sion critic , San Francisco: 

In today’s edition of the Examiner, you write of Tom 
Snyder as “...a fierce defender of civil liberties.” In 
1977, while we in Dade County, Florida had suc¬ 
cessfully amended the Dade County Metro Code to 
include “sexual preference” as a new category in 
Chapter 14A covering prohibited areas of discrimina¬ 
tion, Anita Bryant and Jerry Falwell mounted an 
ultimately successful effort at rescinding this portion 
of the statute. 

During the heat of the campaign, Tom Snyder in¬ 
terviewed Anita Bryant in her Miami Beach home.

I was also the spokesperson for the “Dade 
County Coalition for Human Rights,” a group of 11 
straight and gay organizations for advancing the civil 
rights of the lesbian and gay communities. Our strug¬ 
gle was a pioneering effort at community education. 

Whether Tom Snyder is still homophobic, he cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t demonstrate it publicly in today’s 
more progressive atmosphere. But in 1977, Tom 
Snyder — a fierce defender of civil liberties? 

NOT!

Silver for the Golden Gate Bridge 

A recent request to Christo for a “wrapping” pro¬ 
ject here in San Francisco for the benefit of multiple 
AIDS programs was rejected by Christo. The reason 
had nothing to do with AIDS or San Francisco; but 
solely — as I learned — that Christo alone initiates 
wrappings based on his ideas. 

While appreciating the integrity of artists to select 
and execute their own ideas, in this case a major op¬ 
portunity for San Francisco may be lost. Following 
Christo’s “Reichstag” wrapping (May/June 1995), there 
will be 1 million square feet of silver fabric available 
for recycling, i.e., fabric possibly available for another 
wrapping. 

San Francisco and the Bay Area are positioned for 
a unique opportunity for reverse alchemy — turning 
something golden silver — a 58th birthday celebra¬ 
tion for the Golden Gate Bridge wrapped by Christo 
in the silver fabric. 

City fathers, always in search of revenue, and city 
mothers, with their AIDS-infected children, might 
look to the 300 to 500 million dollars a Christo wrap¬ 
ping could bring to San Francisco and the Bay Area; 
further re-cycling silver into green. 

Those wanting to urge Christo to reconsider, can 
write to him at 48 Howard St., New York, NY 10013. 
Don’t let this opportunity pass. Make this the AIDS 
event of the 90s. Let’s see if San Francisco really is the 
city that can.

Your Smoke Is Killing Me! 

Letter writer Sophie Padgett, B.A.R., May 5, argues 
that the zeal of those of us fighting the tobacco in¬ 
dustry “can’t possibly be about smoking. It’s way too 
obsessive.” She suggest smoking may just be a 
metaphor and wants to know, “what’s this really 
about?” Good question. 

I would not presume to speak for any other tobac¬ 
co control activist. What motivated me to get involv¬ 
ed was the desire not to breathe smoke when I went 
to a restaurant. I was tired of sitting in the non¬ 
smoking section next to a smoker who was separated 
from me by some fictional divider. Rather than stew 
in silence or have yet another confrontation which 
might be cordial or not, I opted to join with others in 
lobbying the Board of Supervisors for a ban on smok¬ 
ing in restaurants. Happily, we were successful and 
the new law will be implemented on Jan 1, 1995. 

In contrast to the psychological mishigas that 
Padgett ascribes to us activists, I see my involvement 
with this issue as a healthy response to my dismay. 
Something bothered me: I neither internalized it nor 
blindly raged. I took calculated action and saw results. 
I wish I were as level-headed all the time. 

I have no interest in telling someone not to smoke. 
I just don’t want to be around it. And in a shared, 
public space, where I take pains to respect the com¬ 
fort level of others, I want the same in return. I’m also 
bothered by blaring radios in public and littering — 
all things that make the statement, “I’m gonna take 
up more space than you.” I see it as selfish and 
bullying. 

Padgett argues that “there are many more 
dangerous destroyers all around us ... why aren’t we 
launching a massive campaign to get people to stop 
drinking?” Who’s we? If she feels strongly about that 
issue, then go for it, girl! Frankly, I’m tired of that argu¬ 
ment and the use of it to belittle other people’s com¬ 
mitment. Each of us has the right to be active on 
whatever issue moves us. If I feel motivated to fight 
the tobacco industry, if I have educated myself over 
time about the issues, if I’m effective in this arena, who 
is she to tell me I should be fighting another battle that 
she deems more important? Hopefully, each of us will 
find that place where we can make a difference by 
following the heart.

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Brown Still on Top 


A fter three televised 
debates last week be¬ 
tween the three 
Democratic guberna¬ 
torial candidates, 
nothing has changed, and it 
appears that Kathleen Brown, 
sister of one governor and 
daughter of another, is head¬ 
ed for a November show¬ 
down with incumbent Repub¬ 
lican Pete Wilson. Though 
most thought that Treasurer 
Brown was unimpressive dur¬ 
ing the debates, she neverthe¬ 
less remains the heavy fa¬ 
vorite to win her party’s nom¬ 
ination next Tuesday. 

Brown went into the de¬ 
bates (which she desperately 
sought to avoid) with an al- 
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most 20 percentage-point 
lead, and because her main 
opponent, John Garamendi, 
failed to do what he had to do 
— score a knockdown — she 
was the “winner” if only be¬ 
cause she managed not to 
“lose” anything. Like many 
others, I think that John Gara¬ 
mendi would make a stronger 
Democratic nominee against 
Wilson. However, given the 
chance to score heavily 
against front-runner Brown 
and then not doing so, Gara¬ 
mendi really came out the los- 
er. 

Brown should win this one 
by the 20 percent that most 
polls now forecast. But can 
she win in November? 

Any of the three 
Democrats — Brown, Gara¬ 
mendi or Hayden — would be 
an improvement over the in¬ 
ept Wilson, but the incum¬ 
bent has a history of winning 
the big ones. Kathleen Brown 
will have her hands full if she 
is to take back the governor’s 
chair for the Democrats. 

As the Tuesday primary 
approaches, the “undecided” 
vote holds the key to other 
statewide offices. In the bitter¬ 
ly fought race for state trea¬ 
surer among Democrats 
David Roberti and Phil An- 
gelides, Roberti holds what 
would normally be consid¬ 
ered a safe lead of 40-26 per¬ 
cent over the former state 
party chair, but with 34 per¬ 
cent of state Democrats up in 
the air, this one could go ei¬ 
ther way. 

The race for Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction is 
even more in doubt. In this 
non-partisan race (voters from 
all parties can cast ballots), 
seven of every ten likely vot¬ 
ers claim they haven’t decid¬ 
ed, though Maureen DiMarco, 
a Democrat who is Wilson’s 
top education adviser, holds a 
nine-point lead. This race will 


probably go into a November 
runoff with East Bay Assem¬ 
blywoman Delaine Eastin, an¬ 
other Democrat. 

In the Republican primary, 
the race for lieutenant gover¬ 
nor is also a question mark. 
State Senator Cathie Woods 
leads her opponent, Assem¬ 
blyman Stan Statham, but 
only by a 25-15 percent mar¬ 
gin — and nearly 60 percent of 
Republicans polled say they 
are still undecided. The win¬ 
ner of the Woods-Statham 
battle will face Democrat 
Gray Davis in November. 

Tuesday’s primary should 
provide some surprises in 
both parties. Me? I think I ’ m 
voting for John Garamendi, 
although “Governor” Tom 
Hayden has a nice ring to it. 
But I’m definite on David 
Roberti for state treasurer.

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No Laughing Matter

W hile major lea¬ 
guers across the 
baseball world 
were laughing off 
homophobic comments made 
by Cincinnati Reds owner 
Marge Schott, Stanford Uni¬ 
versity was cleaning up $9,000 
worth of damages to the Gay 
Liberation statue, allegedly 
inflicted by a half a dozen 
male students/athletes. 

Stanford Associate Athlet¬ 
ic Director Tom Beckett as¬ 
serted that he didn’t know 
“the motivation of the people 
involved,” but I say that the 
bench wedged between the 
two men is a pretty strong in¬ 
dicator. Fortunately, students 
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there voiced outrage and 
found support from some 
coaches and administrators, 
including former 49er coach 
Bill Walsh. 

But what about the kids on 
the playgrounds who read 
only the sports if they read 
the paper at all? They read 
that the L.A. Dodgers took it 
upon themselves to set Schott 
“straight” regarding her May 
18 pronouncement that “only 
fruits wear earrings.” Accord¬ 
ing to Sports Illustrated, the 
Dodgers appeared on the 
field for their game against 
Schott’s Reds with “all sorts 
of garish women’s earrings 
dangling from their left 
lobes.” 

Hmmm. What made writ¬ 
er Tom Verducci assume 
Brett Butler’s gold-and-green 
feathery accessory was a 
woman’s earring? Are there 
men’s earrings and women’s 
earrings these days? Couldn’t 
Brett have borrowed his from 
a gay male friend? And why, 
oh why, was the only re¬ 
sponse to Schott’s comment 
an insistence that real men 
(read “straight”) do wear ear¬ 
rings? 

Only gay activists actually 
challenged the homophobia 
here. I’ve yet to hear or read 
from an athlete, owner or 
manager that fruits should be 
welcome in this All-American 
game of ours. The only 
greater heresy would be to 
suggest that gay players al¬ 
ready exist in the major 
league ranks. 

None of the articles I read 
about the Dodgers in earrings 
cared to dig up the sad stories 
of a few years ago when the 
son of Dodger manager Tom¬ 
my Lasorda died of AIDS. As 
I recall, it was a hush-hush 
story in the mainstream press 
and a screamer in the 
tabloids. Lasorda never com¬ 
mented. 

Balance that with John 
Ralston, former Denver Bron¬ 
co and current San Jose State 
coach, who has spoken com¬ 
passionately about his son’s 
AIDS-related death, as well as 
how he came to know and re¬ 
spect the gay community his 
son was part of. 

Ralston, however, remains 
the exception. 

Capitalizing on a little 
camp, Verducci wrote that 
rookie right fielder Raul Mon¬ 
desi looked “more like Ru 
Paul than Raul and more Mi¬ 
randa than Mondesi” — all be¬ 
cause of an earring?! —and 
then, “Appearances notwith¬ 
standing, this is a team to be 
taken seriously.” Because 
heaven forbid we should take 
drag queens or women seri¬ 


ously. 

And how quickly the trans¬ 
lation of gay equals feminine 
takes place in the world of 
men’s sports. Schott was talk¬ 
ing about fruits — gay men, 
not women — but why distin¬ 
guish between the two when 
you’re a jock, right? Anyone 
who wants to fight homopho¬ 
bia but not sexism had better 
look again at the message be¬ 
ing broadcast in the male 
sports world: that which is 
feminine is contemptible; 
therefore, women and gay 
men, both perceived as femi¬ 
nine, are equally contemptible 
and for the same reason. 

When ESPN2’s Jim Rome 
baited quarterback Jim Ev¬ 
erett by calling him Chris, in 
reference to tennis star Chris 
Evert, he was being sexist 
and homophobic all in one 
breath. The male sporting 
world is so rooted in the 
myth of its masculinity that 
tainting someone as female is 
all that’s needed to gay bait. 
A major newspaper “cleaned 
up” a quote by changing an 
athlete’s use of the word 
“pussy” to “pansy,” as if to be 
called either means the same 
thing. 

Do any of us believe a gay 
male sportswriter is going to 
be any more welcome in the 
locker room than women 
have been? The myth of male 
heterosexuality is so en¬ 
trenched in men’s sports that 
the “shower” debate, so vivid¬ 
ly aired at the military hear¬ 
ings, has not even been whis¬ 
pered in the sports world. 

Where do people get off 
dismissing Marge for her big¬ 
otry without examining their 
own? I doubt her sentiments 
are much different from most 
team owners throughout the 
league. It’s easier to laugh at 
Schott — the only woman 
owner in baseball — than ex¬ 
amine the lock on the closet 
door in the locker room. The 
absence of a thoughtful and 
direct challenge to homopho¬ 
bia from the pro ranks — 
among coaches, managers, 
and sportswriters — will re¬ 
mind most kids who love 
baseball that it’s okay to 
make fun of people for being 
gay. And the boys on the field 
already know it’s an insult of 
the highest order to be called 
a girl or a woman. 

Provocative panel 

Homophobia and sexism 
add up differently in the 
world of women’s sports, but 
just as powerfully, which ex¬ 
plains why the panel on “Ho¬ 
mophobia in Sports” had peo¬ 
ple talking at the Seventh An¬ 


nual Association for Women 
in Sports Media (AWSM, pro¬ 
nounced “awesome”) Conven¬ 
tion, held in San Francisco 
this past weekend. 

Moderated by Holly 
Woolard of the Marin Inde¬ 
pendent Journal, the presen¬ 
tation featured “Out for a 
Change: Homophobia in 
Women’s Sports,” a film pro¬ 
duced by San Franciscan Dee 
Mosbacher challenging the 
status quo of homophobia in 
sports. Still in progress, the 
film offers an impressive ar¬ 
ray of athletes, coaches, and 
sports administrators testify¬ 
ing to the discrimination that 
lesbians face in the sports 
world. Golfer Betty Hicks, 
tennis stars Martina Navra¬ 
tilova and Zina Garrison-jack- 
son, coaches Sanya Tyler and 
Tara VanDerveer, and a num¬ 
ber of sports educators go on 
record against bigotry. As one 
talking head puts it: “It’s not 
about genitals; it’s about 
jobs.” 

Many colleges fear hiring a 
lesbian so much that they 
avoid hiring women coaches 
altogether. Girls continue to 
back away from sports fear¬ 
ing the dyke label. And on 
the college level, “negative re¬ 
cruitment” — suggesting that 
the other team has lesbian 
players or coaches — is a scan¬ 
dal rarely reported in the 
sports pages. Lesbianism is 
not, of course, the problem. 
The homophobia that allows 
for rumor and innuendo to do 
damage reflects a status quo 
that few will dare to chal¬ 
lenge. 

What a treat it was to be 
part of a panel discussing the 
need to break the silence. 
However, what a sobering re¬ 
ality it was to see what an up¬ 
hill battle it’s going to be. 
Why? Because, at the same 
time women’s sports pro¬ 
grams are trying to grow and 
market themselves, they are 
on the defensive about their 
image. Nobody is coming out 
of the closet for fear of con¬ 
firming the mathematics of 
stereotyping: athletic prowess 
equals masculinity; masculin¬ 
ity in woman equals dyke. 

Image is everything right 
now to professional and col¬ 
lege women’s sports pro¬ 
grams. So, by showcasing the 
best athletes, sports promot¬ 
ers run right into the wall of 
that sexist equation. 

In a united effort to fight 
homophobia, women — 
straight, bisexual and lesbian 
— are all acknowledging that 
lesbians are targets and trying 
to say it’s okay to be gay, but

East German Lesbian Compares and 
Contrasts Life There with California

German lesbian activist 
and member of parliament 
Christina Schenk visited San 
Francisco this week and met 
with gay, lesbian, and bisexu¬ 
al activists from around the 
Bay Area. Schenk, whose vis¬ 
it is funded by the German 
government, wants to get a 
first hand look at queer poli¬ 
tics California-style. 

Politically active in the of¬ 
ficial East German Socialist 
Party (SED) until 1981, 
Schenk contends that the re¬ 
unification of Germany and 
subsequent political shift to 
the right has made life more 
difficult for lesbians and gays 
in her homeland. 

“In the fall of 1989 [during 
the process of democratiza¬ 
tion but prior to reunification] 
I ran and was elected to par¬ 
liament as an out lesbian,” 
she said. “But if I was run¬ 
ning for election today I 
wouldn’t be open about being 
a lesbian.” 

What’s at stake in coming 
out has radically changed in 
the new Germany. “The 
things that were guaranteed 
under communism, such as a 
job and a place to live, are no 
longer a given. It is much 
harder now,” Schenk said. 
She isn’t the only one aware 
of the new implications of 
coming out. “There are 660 
members of parliament in 
Germany, so we can estimate 
that there are about 66 who 
are gay or lesbian. So why 
am I the only one who is 
out?” 


With so little gay and les¬ 
bian visibility in Germany, 
Schenk is interested to see 
how gays and lesbians in the 
U.S. have organized into a po¬ 
litical force. “I don’t want to 
take what you have here and 
do the same in Germany,” she 
said, “but I do want to look at 
gay and lesbian politics here 
and compare it to our own.” 

As a representative of the 
Independent Women’s Associ¬ 
ation, Schenk’s primary focus 
within the German Parlia¬ 
ment is to promote lesbian 
politics and women’s rights. 
While she has strong criti¬ 
cisms of the previous commu¬ 
nist regime, and left the party 
because of its human rights 
abuses and general neglect of 
democratic processes, she 
thinks that the situation for 
women, and for lesbians in 
particular, has only gotten 
worse since reunification. 

There was a growing re¬ 
ceptiveness to gay and lesbian 
demands in the former East 
Germany just prior to reunifi¬ 
cation, Schenk asserts. “At 
the Round Table [which gov¬ 
erned East Germany during 
the transition] we requested 
that a sentence be added to 
the new constitution to pro¬ 
hibit discrimination based on 
sexual orientation. Everyone 
was very receptive to it.” 

But after the unification, 
all of this has changed. “Now 
nobody wants to accept that 
lesbians and gays are discrim¬ 
inated against, much less to 
protect our rights,” states 
Schenk. “Unlike in the U.S., 
where you have a history of 


civil rights, in Germany we 
aren’t used to thinking of peo¬ 
ple as part of a minority 
group. Everyone is assumed 
to be the same.” And the 
struggle for the rights of any 
kind of minority is one that is 
not getting much support in 
Germany today. 

Part of the problems, 
Schenk asserts, is that even 
the opposition parties have 
been moving to the right. 
“The same parties that were 
on the left a few years ago, 
are becoming more and more 
conservative.” 

Shenk’s visit to San Fran¬ 
cisco is being hosted by film¬ 
maker Douglas Conrad, who 
is making a documentary on 
gays, lesbians and bisexuals 
in Eastern and Central Eu¬ 
rope. Conrad’s documentary, 
Shades of Red and Pink, ex¬ 
plores the effects of Commu¬ 
nist governments and their 
subsequent overthrow on the 
lives and politics of gays, les¬ 
bians, and bisexuals. 

“Individual experiences on 
the other side of the former 
‘Iron Curtain’ are in some re¬ 
spects remarkably similar to 
those in the West,” said Con¬ 
rad. “In other respects, they 
are remarkably different. In 
either case, retelling them in¬ 
creases our understanding. It 
is a part of everyone’s world 
history.”

none of the gay ones are will¬ 
ing to put their schools, their 
programs, or their careers on 
the line. Who can blame 
them? 

But the result is a reinforce¬ 
ment of the secret, the hiding, 
the notion that it is not okay. 
If it’s a face on the label that 
helps people get past their ho¬ 
mophobia, then we have a 
long way to go, baby, because 
few are willing to be that face. 
Although voices are finally 
identifying homophobia as 
the problem, rather than les¬ 
bianism, when individuals 
don’t come out, the message is 
watered down by the invisibil¬ 
ity. 


At worst, lesbianism is seen 
as the problem in women’s 
sports, and the witch hunts 
keeps all women in their place 
for fear of the queer label. At 
best, there’s an implicit “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” policy that peo¬ 
ple consent to for fear it could 
be worse. 

At least the women’s sports 
world is beginning to acknowl¬ 
edge, though only in the most 
general terms, that lesbians ex¬ 
ist among their ranks. 

The denial runs deeper in 
men’s sports. Because mas¬ 
culinity is associated with ath¬ 
letic prowess for men, homo¬ 
sexuality in male athletes and 
coaches in most sports is pre¬ 
sumed nonexistent (exceptions 
include figure skating and oth¬ 
er sports that rate one’s style 
and grace). Reporters could 
barely fathom the idea of seek¬ 


ing comment from a gay base¬ 
ball player in response to 
Marge Schott’s remarks. 

Martina continues to be the 
only public picture of a lesbian 
athlete. And her call at the 
March on Washington for peo¬ 
ple to come out of the closet 
needs to be rebroadcast for the 
coaches, athletic administra¬ 
tors, professional athletes, and 
sports reporters throughout 
the country. ▼

Genentech Joins 
Domestic Partner Shift

Bay Area biotechnology 
concern Genentech Inc. an¬ 
nounced plans Wednesday, 
May 25, to extend benefits to 
gay and lesbian employees’ 
domestic partners. 

“We’re doing this because 
we believe it is the right thing 
to do,” Genentech President 
and CEO G. Kirk Raab said 
in announcing the policy. 

Beginning June 1, Genen¬ 
tech plans to offer gay and 
lesbian employees’ live-in 
partners such benefits as 
medical-, dental-, and vision- 
care insurance, child-care ben¬ 
efits, and bereavement leave. 

The program considers a 
domestic partner to be any¬ 
one who is an adult of the 
same sex, not related by 
blood, marriage, or adoption, 
and lives with a Genentech 
employee in an exclusive 
committed relationship and 
shares financial obligations. 

Genentech spokesperson 
Geoff Teeter said his compa¬ 
ny took the move after look¬ 
ing at similar benefits that 
Lotus, Apple, Microsoft, and 
other companies offer. Teeter 
said the financial impact 
should be “minimal,” because 
surveys have shown that less 
than one percent of all em¬ 
ployees extend benefits to 
cover same-sex partners. 

The biotech company said 
a panel that included Genen¬ 
tech human-resources staff

and representatives of an in¬ 
dependent group of gay and 
lesbian employees worked to¬ 
gether to create the new plan. 

Teeter said Genentech con¬ 
sidered creating a similar pro¬ 
gram for opposite-sex domes¬ 
tic partners, but decided to fo¬ 
cus on gay couples because 
such pairs remain legally pre¬ 
cluded from marrying. 

“This very important 
change in our benefits pro¬ 
gram ensures that employees 
who are in committed rela¬ 
tionships, yet are legally pre¬ 
cluded from marrying, have 
the same access to benefits as 
employees who are married,” 
said Raab.

Hateful Conspiracy

M ark Henderson of 
the South San Fran¬ 
cisco Public Library 
reports a new right 
wing strategy for getting pub¬ 
lic libraries to purchase viru¬ 
lently homophobic literature. 
Many libraries will not pur¬ 
chase a non-fiction book if it is 
not factual. Thus, a homopho¬ 
bic book that is filled with 
pseudo-scientific nonsense can 
be rejected on the basis of 
“poor authority and quality.” 
However, a fictional book can 
hardly be rejected because the 
“facts” are false. 

The Lambda Conspiracy 
(authored by Spenser Hughes 
and published by Moody 
Press; Chicago, Illinois) is a fic¬ 
tional book in which “heroic” 
characters do nothing but de¬ 
mean lesbians and gays. These 
characters serve to spew the 
usual litany of hateful lies pro¬ 
mulgated in the so-called “non¬ 
fiction” books published by 
homophobic organizations 
around the globe. In The 
Lambda Conspiracy, Hender¬ 
son points out, “The thinnest 
of plots is used to hang a dis¬ 
course on gay rights. Page 
after page of ‘facts’ are pre¬ 
sented to the reader.” 

In a scene on page 25, for 
example, a witness offers tes¬ 
timony before Congress: “Now 
there’s political power, Mr. 
Chairman. That power has 
gained homosexuals virtually 
full legal sanction to commit 
acts' that have caused the expo¬ 
nential spread of a 100 percent 
fatal disease for which we still 
have no cure.” On page 23, the 
character repeats claims made 
by the right wing, arguing that 
there is no such thing as ho¬ 
mophobic discrimination: “Ho¬ 
mosexuals simply don’t quali¬ 
fy. They are among the most 
affluent, well-educated, and 
privileged people in the coun¬ 
try. ... Market research shows 
that 70 percent of homosexu¬ 
als travel overseas... Homosex¬ 
uals have 150 newspapers and 
magazines — even more if you 
count the sado-masochism and 
pedophile publications.” And 
on, and on, it goes. 

Henderson reported that, 
after reviewing the book, his 
library decided that it fit the 
selection policy definition of 
“hate literature” and was not 
added to the collection. Alert 
your local librarian to this dis¬ 
turbing new Right Wing strat¬ 
egy.

Cyber censors 

Readers of California Com¬ 
puter News (CCN) are claim¬ 
ing that the monthly publica¬ 
tion engages in systematic cen¬ 
sorship of lesbian/gay material. 
CCN’ s editor has refused to in¬ 
clude lesbian/gay bulletin 
board systems (BBS) in the 
magazine’s listings. In addition 
to censoring lesbian/gay BBS 
systems, the magazine will not 
list any BBS that is simply les¬ 
bian or gay-supportive. 

CCN’ s Editor-In-Chief, 
Michelle Gamble-Risely, says 
her publication “has a standing 
policy that we are a family-ori¬ 
ented magazine and we do not 
run sexually-oriented BBS sys¬ 
tems.” Translation: She will 
only run listings for heterosex¬ 


ually-oriented BBS systems. 

Censorious bigots routinely 
relegate everything and any¬ 
thing that is lesbian- or gay- 
themed to the dubious catego¬ 
ry of “adult” material. To sug¬ 
gest that lesbian and gay mate¬ 
rial is incompatible with “fam¬ 
ily-oriented” subjects is pro¬ 
foundly ignorant and dehu¬ 
manizing.

High school debate 

The May 6 issue of the Car¬ 
dinal Tribune (the student 
newspaper at Mt. Pleasant 
High School in San Jose) fea¬ 
tured two opinion pieces un¬ 
der the heading “Homosexual¬ 
ity Hits Home: Can You Criti¬ 
cize Someone’s Choice of Sex¬ 
ual Orientation?” 

Author Gabe Marquez ar¬ 
gued “Yes, people have the 
right to criticize others’ sexual 
preferences. Gays may say this 
is a sign of discrimination and 
hate, but they must realize 
that we are a heterosexual so¬ 
ciety.” Taking the position of 
“us normal people,” he went 
on to list the usual Bible-based 
“reasons” for condemning ho¬ 
mosexuality, concluding. “The 
mere idea of two women or 
two men sexually involved is 
just wrong. ... When two men 
walk down the street together 
holding hands and kissing, 
what is the answer to a young 
child’s question of ‘why are 
they doing that?”’ 

Author Jennifer Huang re¬ 
sponded: “No one has the 
right to criticize a person’s 
choice of sexual orientation, 
not family members, priests, 
teachers, friends ... and espe¬ 
cially not society as a whole.” 
She also argued: “It’s a matter 
of preference, plain and sim¬ 
ple. Whether the attraction to¬ 
ward the same sex is psycho¬ 
logically rooted in a turbulent 
childhood, or in genetics, its 
existence cannot be disputed.” 
She concludes: “At this end, it’s 
a matter of respect for your 
fellow man.” 

Given that the subject of 
homosexuality is censored in 
nearly every public school 
textbook in the U.S., it’s en¬ 
couraging to see student news¬ 
papers dealing with the theme 
(in however awkward a man¬ 
ner). Unfortunately, such stu¬ 
dent debates are rarely in¬ 
formed by knowledgeable 
adults in the classroom. Send 
comments to either student 
journalist at the Cardinal Tri¬ 
bune, Mt. Pleasant High 
School, 1750 South White 
Road, San Jose, CA 95148, tel.

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Is There a Theocracy 
In America's Future?

D uring the spring of 
1993, headlines were 
dominated by the un¬ 
folding drama involv¬ 
ing a millennialist cult in 
Waco and the United States 
government. Was this an iso¬ 
lated incident perpetrated by 
an over-reactive ATF depart¬ 
ment against a misguided 
zealot or was it an exaggerat¬ 
ed manifestation of a deeper 
undercurrent of a religious re¬ 
vivalist movement involving 
philosophies ranging from the 
plausible to the extreme? A 
doctor is gunned down in 
Florida by an anti-abortion ac¬ 
tivist. Where does on draw the 
line between sincere desires to 
influence elected officials to 
uphold traditional Christian 
values and those who wish to 
institute a Bible-based theocra¬ 
cy? We will try to shed some 
light on what, to most of us, is 
a very confusing state of af¬ 
fairs in the world today — par¬ 
ticularly in the political arena. 

The Plymouth Brethren 

Early in the 19th century, a 
movement later called the Ply¬ 
mouth Brethren began in Ire¬ 
land and spread to England 
and the U.S. That movement 
has since developed into what 
today is called Dispensational- 
ism. Through Cl. Scofield and 
the Scofield Reference Bible, 
this premise has found its way 
into the majority of evangeli¬ 
cal circles. Because Dispensa- 
tionalism is a multifaceted phi¬ 
losophy, we cannot fully ana¬ 
lyze the belief system at this 
time. We mention it only to il¬ 
lustrate that it has been a ma¬ 
jor component in the present 
interest of evangelical groups 
in millennialism or eschatolo¬ 
gy. Some well-known dispen- 
sational premillennialists are 
Jerry Falwell, Pat Robertson 
and Billy Graham. 

Dispensationalists believe 
history is divided into several 
eras or dispensations, the last 
of which will be the millenni¬ 
um followed by the coming of 
the Kingdom of God. This ap¬ 
proach encourages a literal, 
prophetic interpretation of the 
Book of Revelation, which 
predicts there will be a physi¬ 
cal Armageddon, tribulation 
and union of all true believers 
with God. 

Postmillennialists believe 
Christ will not return until af¬ 
ter the millennium. Recon¬ 
structionists take one step fur¬ 
ther in that they believe Christ 
will not return until the faith¬ 
ful have taken dominion in all 
areas of society throughout the 
world. This will be accom¬ 
plished by incorporating a doc¬ 
trine based on their interpreta¬ 
tion of Mosaic Law. They call 
this theonomy — God’s law. 

The beliefs of Reconstruc¬ 
tionists are described in a doc¬ 
ument called “A Manifesto for 
the Christian Church.” Signers 
of this document include: Gary 
DeMar , American Vision and 
Worldview Magazine; Ted 
DeMoss, Christian Business 
Men’s Committee; Dr. Jay 
Grimstead, Coalition on Re¬ 
vival; Dr. James Kennedy, 
Coral Ridge Presbyterian 
Church; Dr. Tim LeHaye, 
American Coalition for Tradi¬ 
tional Values; Mrs. Connie 
Marshner, Free Congress 
Foundation; Dr. Gary North, 
Institute for Christian Eco¬ 
nomics; Dr. R.J. Rushdoony, 
Council of Chalcedon; Mark 


Siljander, Global Strategics, 
Inc.; Dr. Robert Simmonds, 
Citizens for Excellence in Ed¬ 
ucation; Rev. Donald Wild- 
mon, American Family Associ¬ 
ation; David Chilton, Pastor, 
Church of the Redeemer; Dr. 
Steven Hotze, political activist, 
Houston, Texas. 

These signers network with 
many organizations across the 
nation in order to implement 
Reconstructionism into every 
facet of our lives. 

R.J. Rushdoony is consid¬ 
ered to be the Father of Chris¬ 
tian Reconstruction. His son- 
in-law is Gary North, who 
heads the Institute for Chris¬ 
tian Economics in Tyler, 
Texas. Jay Grimstead, who 
heads the Bay Area-based 
Coalition on Revival (COR), 
has been very active in the 
movement but declines to re¬ 
fer to himself as a Reconstruc¬ 
tionist. 

The Foundation Docu¬ 
ments are at the very heart of 
Reconstructionist religious 
philosophy. They include, “A 
Manifesto for the Christian 
Church, 42 Articles on Historic 
Christian Doctrine” and the 
“Statement on Biblical In¬ 
errancy.” Included in the Man¬ 
ifesto is “A Statement of Es¬ 
sential Truths and A Call to 
Action.” Numbers one and 
two of this document assert 
the inerrancy of the Bible 
based on “The Chicago State¬ 
ment on Biblical Inerrancy.” 
(In 1978 and again in 1982 ap¬ 
proximately 300 theologians 
met in Chicago to beat back 
the liberalized evangelicals 
and their neo-orthodox view of 
the Bible. They will meet 
again in the summer of 1994 
to once again set forth that the 
Bible is without error). 

Article number three states: 

“The Bible States Reality 
for All Areas of Life and 
Thought. 

“We affirm that the Bible is 
not only God’s statements to 
us regarding religion, salva¬ 
tion, eternity and righteous¬ 
ness, but also the final mea¬ 
surement and depository of 
certain fundamental facts of 
reality and basic principles 
that God wants all mankind to 
know in the spheres of law, 
government, economics, busi¬ 
ness, education, arts and com¬ 
munication, medicine, psychol¬ 
ogy, and science. All theories 
and practices of these spheres 
of life are only true, right and 
realistic to the degree that 
they agree with the Bible. The 
Bible furnishes mankind with 
the only logical and verbal 
connection between time and 
eternity, religion and science, 
the visible and invisible 
worlds.” 

In the “Christian World 
View Documents,” it is ex¬ 
plained exactly in what way 
this world view will effect “ev¬ 
ery sphere of life and 
thought.” T

GOP'er Quits Party: Joins Log C

California executive direc¬ 
tor Bob Carpenter and his 
wife Pat Giardina-Carpenter, 
the state party’s finance direc¬ 
tor, have left their posts in the 
wake of an uproar over their 
joint April 25 appearance be¬ 
fore the Los Angeles gay Re¬ 
publican Log Cabin Club. In 
an unscripted speech at the 
event, Carpenter blasted oth¬ 
er Republicans for being in¬ 
tolerant. The official word 
from California Republican 
Party Chairman Dr. Tirso del 
Junco is that the “resignation” 
was “voluntary.” But many 
gay Republicans, still deeply 
wounded by the virulent anti¬ 
gay tone at the 1992 Republi¬ 
can National Convention in 
Houston, suspect the Carpen¬ 
ters were fired under pres¬ 
sure from the party’s right 
wing. 

Del Junco vehemently de¬ 
nies that the Carpenters were 
forced out. In a May 31 phone 
interview with the B.A.R ., he 
said it was the speech itself — 
not where it was given — that 
got Carpenter in hot water. 
After all, del Junco said, “I 
was the person who told 
them to go and speak to the 
Log Cabin Club. And I per¬ 
sonally have spoken to them 
before. 

“I accepted the resignation 
because we cannot have bash¬ 
ing here of any kind. It 
doesn’t matter if it’s gays, les¬ 
bians, right-wingers, Pro-Life, 
Pro-Choice — we don’t bash 
people here,” del Junco said. 
“The issue is not the Log Cab¬ 
in Club. The issue is his 


speech. This is a reversal of 
what happened at the Repub¬ 
lican Convention where they 
were bashing gays and les¬ 
bians. He chose to bash the 
other side.” 

The Carpenters are report¬ 
edly on their way to Washing¬ 
ton D.C. to look for other em¬ 
ployment and could not be 
reached for comment. 

The Log Cabin appearance 
alone did prompt some con¬ 
troversy. According to knowl¬ 
edgeable sources, after the 
Los Angeles Times reported 
that the Carpenters had 
joined the Log Cabin Club, 
Bob Carpenter received a 
phone call from Steve Shel¬ 
don, son of Traditional Val¬ 
ues Coalition head Reverend 
Lou Sheldon, reprimanding 
the GOP officials for going 
against the party by support¬ 
ing “the homosexual agenda.” 

(Interim executive director 
John Allan Peschong says 
there is “no mention of homo¬ 
sexual lifestyles” in either the 
state or national Republican 
party platforms.) 

But the subsequent publi¬ 
cation of the full story and 
substantial portions of Car¬ 
penter’s speech in the B.A.R., 
and the Gay and Lesbian 
Times in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, ignited a firestorm of con¬ 
troversy. In his remarks, the 
papers reported, Carpenter of¬ 
ficially welcomed the gay Re¬ 
publicans into the state party 
— and clearly slammed other 
Republicans as bigots, includ¬ 
ing former Congressmember 
William Dannemyer, who is a 
current candidate for the U.S. 
Senate.

“...Unfortunately the peo¬ 
ple who are the leaders at this 
point are the Jim Dignans 
[former Party Chair] and the 
Bill Dannemyers and others. 
We have created a Republi¬ 
can Party that is probably in¬ 
tolerant of anyone other than 
themselves and quite frankly 
it scares the hell out of me,” 
Carpenter said in his speech. 
“We’ve got to get away from 
the intolerance that our party 
has become.” 

Dignan, now treasurer for 
gubernatorial candidate Ron 
Unz, told the Times he be¬ 
lieves that del Junco forced 
Carpenter’s removal. “I felt 
Dr. del Junco would handle it 
and he has handled it. ... 
Those statements could not 
be tolerated, and I felt that in 
time Dr. del Junco would 
clear this up, and he has 
cleared it up.” 

“After your publication,” 
del Junco said in the B.A.R. 
interview, “[the Carpenters] 
said to me ‘We are resigning. 
We’re both leaving.’ I think 
he himself recognized that as 
an executive director he had 
jeopardized his ability to func¬ 
tion. You can’t have an exec¬ 
utive director bashing people 
in volunteer organizations — 
and I think they must have 
recognized that. But I want 
you to know that I put no 
pressure whatsoever or re¬ 
quested at any time their res¬ 
ignation. You know, it’s not 
such a nice thing to happen to 
you to lose an executive direc¬ 
tor five months before an 
election. 


“I don’t know why Bob 
gave that speech,” del Junco 
said. “It’s not difficult for any¬ 
body to understand that I can¬ 
not tolerate any bashing. That 
does not mean that I would 
have fired him. I can assure 
you that I would have con¬ 
demned the bashing. But that 
was not enough — in my esti¬ 
mation — to fire him. ... [But] 
we just cannot say we put up 
a Big Tent and then become 
selective.” He says he consid¬ 
ers the Log Cabin Club part 
of the Republican Party. 

Some gay Republicans re¬ 
main suspicious of backroom 
machinations. 

“I think it’s an absolute 
outrage,” says Log Cabin po¬ 
litical vice-president Carol 
Newman and a Riordan ap¬ 
pointee to the Transportation 
Commission, who was pre¬ 
sent for Carpenter’s speech. “I 
can’t believe that they ‘volun¬ 
tarily resigned.’ It was clear 
in the context of what they 
spoke about that they were 
not planning to resign soon. If 
they did ‘voluntarily resign,” 
it was only because of all the 
pressure they must have 
faced after the appearance. 
It’s appalling that Republi¬ 
cans can’t speak before us 
without retribution. What he 
said was very important to us 
and needed to be said. It’s 


clear why we must go out 
and run for office and take 
the party back.” 

But other gay Republicans 
profess to understand why 
Carpenter could no longer 
serve as executive director. 
“In my opinion where the 
problem occurred is that he 
[Carpenter] named a person 
who is running for state-wide 
office [Dannemyer] as part of 
the bigoted people,” says 
Frank Ricchiazzi, assistant di¬ 
rector of the California De¬ 
partment of Motor Vehicles, 
the head of the Log Cabin’s 
political action committee, 
and a Carpenter friend since 
1982. “It really is not proper 
to say or do anything that is 
negative to a candidate — 
that’s a given — no matter 
who it is.” 

Ritch Colbert, the presi¬ 
dent of the L.A. chapter of 
the Log Cabin Club, was very 
angry. “I can’t help but be¬ 
lieve if Carpenter were bash¬ 
ing a more moderate or liber¬ 
al faction of the party, he 
would still be executive direc¬ 
tor,” Colbert says. “It’s very 
sad and disheartening. It’s up¬ 
setting. We do intend to meet 
personally with Dr. del Junco 
in the next couple of weeks — 
hopefully immediately after 
the primary — just to have a 
friendly conversation.” ▼

Sacto Gay Center Vandalized

SACRAMENTO - Sacra¬ 
mento’s gay/bi/lesbian Lamb¬ 
da Community Center was 
the target for vandals over 
the weekend. On Saturday af¬ 
ternoon May 28, Center work¬ 
ers discovered one banister 
on the rear staircase of the 
building was pulled complete¬ 
ly off its moorings and was 
left next to the porch, and the 
other banister was kicked and 
loosened. 

Red jelly, apparently simu¬ 
lating blood, was smeared on 
the rear door and wall and 
dripped down the side of the 
window. Written on the rear 
door was, “In loving memory 
of Craige.” Executive director 
of the Center, Joanna Cassese 
was concerned about the mes¬ 
sage, and told the B.A.R., 
“We have a staff member 
named Craig and there is no 
other way to interpret this 
message other than as a 
threat.” Cassese also said a 
hate message was left on the 
Center’s answering machine 
over the weekend, which 
said: “You guys are really sick 
and perverted and need help.” 

Other graffiti which looked 
like gang-tags were found on 
the damaged banister and the 
porch beams. Crosses were 
drawn on the banister and an¬ 
other message said, “Misery 
loves company, Go where U 
fit in, Leave while you can...” 

According to Lambda 
Board President Laura En¬ 
right, a report was called in to 
police by the Lambda Board’s 
liaison to the Hate Crimes 


Task Force. “When our liai¬ 
son first called in,” Enright 
said, “she was told by the dis¬ 
patch operator that only anti- 
racial or anti-religious hate 
crime complaints were to be 
taken. After the liaison got 
through that hurdle by citing 
the city ordinance to the oper¬ 
ator and telling her to check 
with her supervisor, we were 
allowed to make a request to 
have an officer come out to 
take the complaint,” Enright 
said. 

Cassese and the board 
members were upset that it 
took nearly two hours for the 
officer to be dispatched, who 
then said they would have to 
wait another two hours for a 
photographer to take pictures. 

“And then,” Cassese said, 
“he listened to every passerby 
who had an opinion as to 
when the graffiti was put 
there. It was almost as if he 
didn’t want to report this as a 
hate crime. 

“When I pointed out the 
graffiti on the door which 
said, ‘In loving memory of 
Craige,’ the officer asked, 
‘What does that mean to you?’ 

“The only time I see those 
words, they have something 
to do with obituaries or tomb¬ 
stones,” Cassese said. “I won¬ 
der what else they could pos¬ 
sibly mean to him?” 

Jerry Sloan, founder of the 
Center, said, “I was at the Cen¬ 
ter on Friday evening and 
there was no graffiti on the 
rear door and there was no 
damage to the banister at that 
time. So this all happened 
sometime between Friday 
evening and Saturday after¬ 


noon. But this attitude with 
the police is typical — we re¬ 
port these things, not because 
we think they’re crimes that 
can be solved but so that 
they’ll be put into the statisti¬ 
cal data base — and we have 
to struggle with them just to 
get that to happen. If there 
are no hate crime statistics 
then there is no need for leg¬ 
islation to protect us — the in¬ 
tent seems pretty clear.” 

Enright was also angry. “I 
don’t know why we should be 
surprised, we’re still dealing 
with the same police depart¬ 
ment that last year insisted 
that a woman who was in a 
gay bar, stalked by her attack¬ 
ers, taken hostage in her own 
car, raped and beaten and run 
over and left in a parking lot, 
was not the victim of a hate 
crime — because she wasn’t a 
lesbian. 

“I’ll just bet her assailants 
made sure of her ‘credentials’ 
before they attacked her,” she 
said. 

“It’s the same thing every 
time — the attempt to mini¬ 
mize what happens to us. I 
hate to think what would hap¬ 
pen if we didn’t have a liaison 
who knows how this hate 
crime reporting is supposed 
to work,” Enright told the 
B.A.R. “The system just 
seems to be set up so that or¬ 
dinary people will get dis¬ 
couraged and give up trying 
to get these reports in.” 

Enright said the board liai¬ 
son would make further re¬ 
ports to the Hate Crimes 
Task Force, the Human 
Rights Commission and po¬ 
lice officials. ▼ 


An Interview with Tony Miller

In a recent interview with 
AP, you said that your being 
gay shouldn't affect voters 
either way, what do you 
mean by that? 

The fact is, that one’s orien¬ 
tation should have nothing to 
do with one’s ability to do the 
job. And it doesn’t, and that’s 
very much a part of my cam¬ 
paign to demonstrate that. 
That I can be Secretary of 
State, Acting Secretary of 
State, and orientation is not 
relevant with respect to 
holding the office, running for 
the office, being Secretary of 
State. 

How do you balance that 
belief with the gay commu¬ 
nity's need for role models? 

Well, I am very proud to be 
in a position to demonstrate 
that orientation doesn’t make 
any difference. So (he stam¬ 
mers here) that, that’s also a 
part of what I’m about. Now, 
aside from the campaign itself, 
I’m looking forward to, as Sec¬ 
retary of State, to being able to 
implement for example, As¬ 
sembly Bill 2810, the Katz bill 
on domestic partnership. That 
is important, not just to the gay 
community, but it’s important 
to a lot of Californians that find 
themselves in need of that kind 
of a statute. So to that extent, 
the fact that I am supportive of 
domestic partnerships, to the 
extent that as Secretary of 
State, I will be the one who 
would implement the Katz 
bill, I think that is useful for 
people to know. 

When Jesse Jackson runs 
for office, he actively cam¬ 
paigns to represent the black

community, how does that 
work for a gay candidate? 
Your position seems to in¬ 
dicate ... do you see being 
gay, to some people, as a 
negative? 

Well, I assume there are 
some people in this state, still, 
although we’ve come a long 
way, that have a real problem 
with gays and lesbians gener¬ 
ally, and have a problem with 
anybody holding a high politi¬ 
cal office, who happens to be 
gay or lesbian. There’s an ele¬ 
ment there, and we know who 
some of those people are. But 
I think most Californians these 
days really don’t care much 
about orientation in terms of 
this job or any job. I think 
Californians have come a long 
way with respect to that. And 
it’s sort of like “so what?” And 
that’s been the reaction as I go 
throughout California cam¬ 
paigning. People are much 
more concerned about my 
position on campaign finance 
reform, on initiative reform, on 


fair and honest elections. 
Those are the issues about 
which they ask questions. The 
question as to orientation and 
its impact on the office or the 
campaign rarely comes up, and 
I find that very healthy. I think 
it shows that Californians have 
indeed prioritized what 
they’re looking for in terms of 
a candidate, and orientation is 
simply not a factor for more 
and more people in California, 
and that’s good. 

Do you go out and actively 
pursue a gay constituency? 

I pursue all Californians 
who want a Secretary of State 
who’s qualified, experienced, 
and who has a plan for im¬ 
plementing one’s programs 
from the office, and that cer¬ 
tainly includes lesbians and 
gays throughout California, 
and I am very honored to have 
the support of many in the 
communty. And I certainly do 
not ignore anybody in Califor¬ 
nia. 

Did you hear about the SF 
cop who is having a sex 
change operation? 

Well, actually, I didn’t hear 
about the SF cop ... 

I was just wondering 
where you would stand on 
something like that. Is that 
something you would sup¬ 
port ... her right to pursue 
that lifestyle and still be a po¬ 
lice officer? 

Well, that’s an individual 
choice. I don’t see really how 
that has much impact on the 
ability of this person to serve 
as a law enforcement officer 
for San Francisco, that’s very 
much a matter of personal 
:hoice. ▼

tion at state and federal lev¬ 
els.” 

‘‘You’re not going to get 
people to call the Foundation 
hotline for information or go 
get case management if they 
fear deportation,” Fabregas 
said. 

Fabregas charged that the 
agency has spent less than 
$200,000 on immigration ad¬ 
vocacy issues out of a total 
budget of $41 million since it 
began. 

“That doesn’t seem to be a 
credible effort. It’s not a ques¬ 
tion of resources. The agency 
has three million in the bank,” 
Fabregas said. 

Henderson said any immi¬ 
grant—legal or otherwise—is 
eligible for any Foundation 
service. “None of our pro¬ 
grams have residency require¬ 
ments and all programs serve 
a significant immigrant popu¬ 
lation,” he said. 

But, not enough—and Fab¬ 
regas says the agency should 
spend 20 percent of its budget 
dealing with the issue. 

“20 percent of the popula¬ 
tion of the Bay Area is for¬ 
eign born. People with HIV 
are being treated as criminals 
if they are foreign born. I 
don’t think that will ever be¬ 
come acceptable,” he said. 

Fabregas, a permanent res¬ 
ident of the United States, 
was the subject of internation¬ 
al news controversy during 
the VII International AIDS 
Conference in Amsterdam 
when he openly acknowl¬ 
edged he was HIV positive in 
a protest over federal HIV im¬ 
migration restrictions. He was 
allowed to re-enter the U.S. 
despite a travel ban against 
people with AIDS entering 
the country. T

ACT UP/SF Gives 
Gebbie the Get-Out

Several members of ACT 
UP San Francisco interrupted 
a press appearance by the na- 
nation’s AIDS Policy Director, 
Kristine Gebbie at City Hall, 
Thursday, May 26. Shouting 
and blowing whistles, the ac¬ 
tivists interrupted part of 
Gebbie’s one-day visit to San 
Francisco, as part of their 
campaign to see the AIDS 
Policy Director removed 
from her position. One ac¬ 
tivist was arrested. 

ACT UP’s demonstration 
was just a local version of the 
viewpoints other national 
AIDS groups are expressing 
in greater numbers (see story 
on page 24). Saying that they 
have seen little action on her 
part to fight the disease, and 
that she will not support the 
AIDS Cure Act H.R. 4370, 
which was introduced into 


Congress last week by Rep. 
Jerry Nadler, ACT UP and 
other groups are more strong¬ 
ly voicing their disapproval 
with what they see as Geb¬ 
bie’s incompetence. 

“Not only is Gebbie an un¬ 
acceptable appointment, but 
President Clinton’s definition 
of the post is yet another be¬ 
trayal of his promise to the 
AIDS Community,” said ACT 
UP/SF member Todd 
Swindell, calling Gebbie “an 
uninspired, ineffective bu¬ 
reaucrat.” 

Gebbie has denounced the 
proposed bill which ACTUP 
endorses, which includes 
plans to establish a focused 
government research initia¬ 
tive to cure HIV disease. Geb¬ 
bie has not yet proposed alter¬ 
native solutions to the increas¬ 
ing pandemic of HIV infec¬ 
tion. ▼

Stanford Update: Six Athletes Charged

Two Stanford student ath¬ 
letes have been charged with 
felony vandalism, and four 
others face misdemeanor van¬ 
dalism and resisting arrest 
charges, in connection with 
the May 16 vandalism of the 
famed campus gay liberation 
monument. 

Students Todd La Rocca, a 
member of the Stanford base¬ 
ball team, and Thomas Irwin, 
a wrestler, have been charged 
with felony vandalism for 
their roles in the incident, ac¬ 
cording to Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty Supervising Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Karyn Sinunu. 

“There were eight men in¬ 
volved in the incident,” Sin¬ 
unu told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “Two will not face 
charges because only six were 
involved in vandalizing the 
sculpture. There is criminal li¬ 


ability for the damages, and 
two caused the majority of 
the damage. 

Felony vandalism carries a 
possible state prison term of 
one year upon conviction, Si¬ 
nunu said. 

According to Sinunu, the 
attack on the sculpture was 
not a spontaneous incident 
where the students were “par¬ 
tying near the sculpture and 
then caused the vandalism.” 
Instead, she alleges, the stu¬ 
dents left a fraternity house 
after a party, drove to the 
sculpture, and then attacked 
it, causing almost $9,000 in 
damage. 

The students are members 
of Delta Tau Delta and Sig¬ 
ma Alpha Epsilon fraterni¬ 
ties. 

If convicted of the crimes, 
the students also faced fines 
of $10,000 and restitution of 
the damage to sculpture, 
which was defaced with black 
acrylic paint and was rammed 
by a park bench. 

"No comment" 

Stanford University 
spokesperson Gary Migdahl 
said the university had “no of¬ 
ficial comment” on the felony 
charges. 

“We’ve made several state¬ 
ment over the past two 
weeks. The matter is in the 
hands of the Santa Clara 
County District Attorney and 
we have said that we would 
abide by any ruling from 
their office,” Migdahl said. 

D. Troy Gilbert, a Univer¬ 
sity faculty member and ad¬ 
viser to the Lesbian/Gay and 
Bisexual Community Center 


on campus, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the police re¬ 
port detailing the incident 
was published in the Stanford 
Daily newspaper, and that 
there has been a great deal of 
student outrage to the report. 

“There has been strong re¬ 
action to the report because 
the students involved made 
some pretty homophobic 
statements,” Gilbert said. 

A copy of the report was 
unavailable at press time. 

The Stanford student judi¬ 
cial affairs office is also inves¬ 
tigating the incident, and the 
students involved face aca¬ 
demic penalties ranging from 
reprimand to expulsion. 

The Stanford judicial pro¬ 
cess can take up to six weeks 
for resolution; disciplinary 
penalties and sanctions 
against students are confiden¬ 
tial. 

“There is no evidence to 
believe that Stanford’s cover¬ 
ing anything up. By all indica¬ 
tions they are full engaged in 
the judicial process,” Gilbert 
said. 

“I really hope that the cov¬ 
erage has not been seen as an 
‘athletes versus queer’ thing. 
The damage to the sculpture 
is damage to the entire Stan¬ 
ford campus and not just to 
the lesbian gay and bisexual 
community,” Gilbert said. 

The incident is the latest 
to rock the Stanford campus. 

A series of feature articles 
on the school’s lesbian and 
gay community, printed in 
the independent university 
alumni magazine Stanford 
last summer, drew some viru¬ 
lently anti-gay response from 
Stanford graduates. ▼

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Screening Study to Identify Qualified 

HIV+ Participants for a Gene Therapy Trial

On 
subsequent testing, Human Leukocyte Antigen (HLA) type - a genetic marker on white blood cells indicating 
inherited immune characteristics -- and Cytotoxic T-cell (CTL) activity will further determine eligibility for the proposed 
treatment study. The screening process will take place in four or more successive visits including blood draws over

“Evil,” a well-known San Francisco bar¬ 
tender, died Saturday, May 14.

Lawrence Wilson 

July 4,1950 - May 29,1994 


Law died peaceably at his 
home in San Francisco after a 
13-year battle with HIV. 

He attended public schools 
in a New Orleans suburb. As 
student council president, he 
helped the racial integration 
of his high school. A cum 
laude graduate of the Univer¬ 
sity of the South at Sewanee, 
Tenn, Law was a journalist 
for the student newspaper, 
captain of the swimming 
team and a vocal opponent of 
the Vietnam war. 

Law graduated from Hast¬ 
ings College of The Law in 
1977 where he coauthored an 
article on the rights of homo¬ 
sexuals to organize and was 
Chief Associate Editor of a 
volume of the law school’s 
journal. 

In 1977, he was a key ac¬ 
tivist in the Stokes For Su¬ 
pervisor Campaign. Jim Fos¬ 
ter encouraged his participa¬ 
tion in the Alice B. Toklas 
Democratic Club, where he 
chaired the 1982 10th anniver¬ 
sary dinner and other events. 

In 1978, Law joined the 
San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment as an attorney in its le¬ 
gal affairs office; he helped to 
change police regulations to

permit lesbians and gays to 
enter the police and sheriff’s 
departments. He worked to 
defeat the Briggs Initiative 
and was active in the No on 
64 campaign. 

Law’s difficult battle with 
drug addiction led to his as¬ 
sisting Assemblyman John 
Burton and ACT UP in re¬ 
forming medical care and 
compassionate release laws 
affecting state prisoners with 


HIV. His prison letters were 
crucial to the decision of As¬ 
semblyman Burton to hold 
public hearings on the issue. 
Law was a tireless and elo¬ 
quent advocate on behalf of 
prisoners with HIV. 

“It doesn’t matter which 
program you join. You must 
decide to leave the drugs be¬ 
hind.” With great support 
from his many friends, Law 
did so. 

Law was a founding mem¬ 
ber of Bay Area Lawyers For 
Individual Freedom and was 
active in organizing the 2nd 
Gay Games in 1986. He also 
spoke at an anniversary 
memorial for former Mayor 
George Moscone and Supervi¬ 
sor Harvey Milk. Knowledge- 
ble of them, Law was and re¬ 
mained until his death an ad¬ 
vocate of closing the bath¬ 
houses. 

A devout Christian, Law is 
survived by his parents and 
three brothers.

He had been one of 
the original founders of the DC 
chapter and had spent the last 
several years as an activist in 
Seattle. He died on Easter. 

The group assembled at the 
semantically ironic homage to 
seamen, the Naval Memorial. 
From there a dozen people 
threaded their way down the 
sidewalk on Pennsylvania 
Avenue, their chants barely 
distracting the noon-time 
crowd enjoyng the beautiful 
spring day. 

A handful of other protesters 
joined them and together they 
formed an arc in front of the 
White House, posters held 
high, with cries of “Stop Geb¬ 
bie now,” and “Weicker in, 
Gebbie, out.” 

They were outnumbered by 
tourists, foreign and domestic, 
somewhat bemused by n an. 
Even the security apparatus 
seemed to realize the sting was 
gone. Last summer a phalanx 
of officers, vehicles, even 
horses guarded the perimeter 


of the White House. Today’s 
contingent seemed reduced to 
little more than a handful by 
comparison. 

Don't criticize, pray ... 

A stocky, dark haired 
fellow, probably in his twen¬ 
ties, paced a long circuit by the 
street. He wore white plastic 
sandwich boards with blue 
and red lettering. “Lord God, 
in the name of Jesus, bless 
President Clinton,” read the 
front, “Don’t criticize, pray,” 
marked his posterior. And all 
the while he paced, he whistl¬ 
ed a musical line with the 
esthetic and ingratiating 
qualities of muzak. 

Steve Michael, of ACT UP 
Washington, recited the case 
against Gebbie: How candi¬ 
date Clinton promised to 
create the position of AIDS 
czar with real power but had 
instead selected “a functionary 
who had been fired” from her 
job as Secretary of Health for 
Washington state. 

He called for “reinvigorating 
the office” with a powerful, in¬ 
dependent leader, specifically 
Lowell Weicker, former Sena¬ 
tor and current Governor of 
Connecticut. 

Barbara Davidson, mother 
of the deceased in whose 
memory this protest was or¬ 
ganized, spoke of her son’s 
fight for justice with regard to 
AIDS as well as other issues. 
The silver hair and grand¬ 
motherly demeanor belied her 
steely will, honed in the ways 
of Washington by tenure as 
union president of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Government 
Employees. 

She called for full funding of 
AIDS services and for passage 
of the “AIDS Cure Act,” a mea¬ 
sure scheduled to be rein¬ 
troduced the next day by Rep. 
Jerrold Nadler (D-NY). The 
bill calls for restructuring of 
federal research to find a cure 
for AIDS. 


“Dump Gebbie, we need a 
real AIDS czar,” screamed the 
headlines of literature they 
handed out. It cited “A commu¬ 
nity united against in¬ 
competence,” and recent 
previously reported public 
statements, from people such 
as Clinton appointee Bob Hat- 
toy and AIDS Action Council 
chief Dan Bross, to buttress 
that position. 

The arrests begin 

After about 45 minutes the 
police ushered most of the pro¬ 
testers across the street, leav¬ 
ing the three to be arrested. 
They were, one-by-one, put 
into the paddy wagon. They 
were released later that after¬ 
noon after posting bond. 

Watching this scene re¬ 
minded me of Kevin Cathcart’s 
poignant comments two weeks 
prior at a forum on the March 
on Washington. 

“What I am concerned about 
is that after ten years and burn¬ 
out, people don’t want to keep 
it (AIDS) on the table. It is like 
the 500 pound monster sitting 
in the corner of the room and 
everyone wants to act like he is 
not there,” said the director of 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund. 

So then, this small band of 
activists seems a dwindling 
voice, calling out in the seem¬ 
ingly growing wilderness of 
denial and indifference, a 
sharp edge in the moral con¬ 
science of America and in the 
lesbian and gay community. 

They remind us that the 
President has not kept his 
word. That people not only 
continue to die from AIDS but 
that they do so in increasing 
numbers of staggering propor¬ 
tions. That we, each and every 
one of us, through our own 
fatigue and indifference, share 
a portion of responsibility for 
this continuing holocaust. It is 
a disturbing message that we 
don’t want to hear. T 
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1994 Stonewall Awards: 
...And the Winners Are...

A longtime gay rights pio¬ 
neer who founded the first 
militant gay rights group in 
the United States in 1961 is 
one of four recipients of the 
annual Stonewall Awards for 
1994. 

The $25,000 cash awards 
honor four people each year 
who are distinguished for 
their efforts on behalf of les¬ 
bian and gay rights. 

The awards are adminis¬ 
tered by the Anderson Prize 
Foundation and are endowed 
with a $1.25 million bequest 
given by the late Paul A. An¬ 
derson, a futures trader in 
Chicago who died in 1992 of 
AIDS-related complications at 
the age of 43. 

This year’s award winners 
include Dr. Franklin Kame- 
ny, 68, of Washington D.C., 
who was ousted from the U.S 
Army Map Service in 1957 
for being gay and later found¬ 
ed the Mattachine Society. 

Kameny, who holds a doc¬ 
torate in astronomy from Har¬ 
vard, led the first gay picket 
at the White House in 1961, 
and began a 30-year campaign 
to repeal the District of Colum¬ 
bia’s sodomy laws — and even 
wrote the text of the sodomy 


repeal law that went into effect 
last year. 

Over the years he has be¬ 
come a national authority on 
security clearances and has 
helped thousands of gay peo¬ 
ple fight dismissal from the 
military and receive honorable 
discharges. 

Other recipients 

Also awarded the 1994 
Stonewall is Miriam Ben- 
Shalom, 45, who gained na¬ 
tional attention when she op¬ 
posed her discharge from the 
U.S. Army in 1976 after com¬ 
ing out as a lesbian. A drill 
sergeant, Ben-Shalom won re¬ 
instatement, but was not al¬ 
lowed to re-enlist. Although 
she challenged the ruling, she 
lost on appeal. She is current¬ 
ly a high school English 
teacher in Milwaukee, Wis¬ 
consin, and a well known gay 
military rights lobbyist. 

San Diego activist Rick 
Osborne, a Louisiana native 
who moved to Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia in 1990 and later estab¬ 
lished “David’s Place,” a cof¬ 
fee house and social center 
for people with HIV and 
AIDS, is also a recipient of 
the cash prize. 

The fourth winner of the 
Stonewall Award is Barbara 


Smith of Albany, New York, 
who founded Boston’s black 
feminist Combahee River Col¬ 
lective, and later published a 
landmark collection of black 
women’s works. Smith also 
founded Kitchen Table: 
Women of Color Press in 
1981, the only U.S. publishing 
house committed to publish¬ 
ing and distributing the writ¬ 
ing of all women of color. 

Past winners of the prize 
have included Christian 
Haren, who founded The 
Wedge and the People With 
HIV In The Classroom Tech¬ 
nical Assistance Project; Pat 
Norman, executive director of 
the California AIDS Interven¬ 
tion Center; and Project In¬ 
form’s founder Martin De¬ 
laney. ▼

No New Nukes

W hile bicycling 
through the Mis¬ 
sion last year, I 
experienced a tin¬ 
gling on my face and hands 
that felt as though a fine mist 
or drizzle was falling. This 
was perplexing, as the sky 
was clear. A few weeks be¬ 
fore in that particular neigh-

borhood, a bizarre green fluid 
had rained down, and some 
speculated that it was biotech¬ 
nological fallout from the 
University of California’s less 
savory research. I wondered 
if this was happening again (it 
wasn’t, and the green rain 
turned out to be cooling fluid 
illegally dumped by a jet fly¬ 
ing overhead), but since the 
effect persisted as I cycled 
through several neighbor¬ 
hoods, that seemed unlikely. 
In a few days I concluded that 
it was peripheral neuropathy 
sparked by my new drug, 
d4T. 

At first I tried to “tough it 
out” and stay on a full dose of 
the new treatment. The pe¬ 
ripheral neuropathy (hence¬ 
forth “PN”) was distracting 
but not disabling, and I’d al¬ 
ready gone through all the 
other available “nukes” (i.e., 
nucleoside analog antivirals). 
I started on AZT way back in 
1988, when I was first diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS. When the 
“bounce” it gave began to 
wear off after three years or 
so (a better-than-average per¬ 
formance by the way), I 


added ddC, the next nuke out 
of the pipeline. It caused few 
side effects but also seemed 
to give little benefit. The next 
year I switched to ddl, the 
third nuke. While I enjoyed 
the speedy buzz it produced 
(it sends some people into 
full-blown manic episodes), it 
made me sick to my stomach. 
Finally, last year, I started on 
d4T, the latest — and perhaps 
last — of the nukes. 

However, the PN got pro¬ 
gressively worse, and I was 
suffering significant sleep dis¬ 
turbance as well. Like ddl, 
d4T has a speedy edge that 
some people experience as a 
pleasant surge of energy but 
which pushes others into 
wall-climbing mania; I fell 
somewhere in between, feel¬ 
ing tolerably perky during the 
day but unable to sleep at 
night. I cut the dose from the 
recommended eight capsules 
a day to six; the PN receded 
and I could get some shuteye 
at night, albeit not the deep, 
sound sleep I was previously 
used to. 

Eventually the PN began 
to progress again, working up 
my hands and arms. When it 
reached the point where I 
was having trouble feeling 
the computer keyboard, I re¬ 
luctantly cut back the dose to 
just four capsules a day, or a 
half dose. Once again, the PN 
receded, but now I have to 
wonder if I’m getting enough 
of the drug for it to have any 
effect at all. 

What side effects? 

These fears were not al¬ 
layed by the lukewarm rec¬ 
ommendation recently given 


d4T by the FDA. Although 
they suggested that the new 
drug be approved, they 
hedged their endorsement 
with numerous caveats. For 
one thing, they insisted that 
further research was needed 
on PN. Early studies showed 
that the drug was most effec¬ 
tive — perhaps significantly 
more effective than AZT — at 
a very high dose, but that 
most people soon suffered 
crippling PN at that level. 
Lower doses, like mine, 
caused less PN but had much 
less therapeutic effect. In this 
regard d4T is like its cousin 
ddC, which at high doses real¬ 
ly blows away HIV but also 
blows away your liver and/or 
pancreas. When they adjusted 
the dose to non-toxic levels, it 
offered only a very limited 
benefit (usually in combo 
with AZT to inhibit the devel¬ 
opment of a drug-resistant 
strain of HIV). 


Another serious problem 
with d4T is that rough manic 
push it gives you, but its man¬ 
ufacturer, Bristol-Meyers 
Squibb, is very reluctant to 
acknowledge it. Last year 
ACT UP Golden Gate sur¬ 
veyed a group of about 50 
d4Ters, half of them getting 
the drug from Bristol-Meyers 
(either through a trial or 
through “compassionate ac¬ 
cess”) and the rest using an 
underground product. So 
many reported sleep distur¬ 
bance and mental agitation 
that a group of activists and 
scientists put together a pro¬ 
posal for a trial to assess the 
neurological impact of the 
treatment. 

B-M was very cool to the 
idea. “What neurological 
problems?” they innocently 
asked. They said that they’d 
noted only two such cases, 
but admitted under question¬ 
ing that the mania had to be 
severe enough to require in¬ 
voluntary hospitalization for 
it to register on their charts. 
The idea of a trial being de¬ 
signed by activists and a few 
independent researchers, in¬ 
stead of by a large pharma¬ 
ceutical corporation, did not 
appeal to them; also they 
were anxious to hurry up and 
get the fast “accelerated ap¬ 
proval” status so the new 
drug could be put on the mar¬ 
ket and start making money. 
The cost of providing it free 
to thousands of HIVers 
through “compassionate ac¬ 
cess” galls them, and only the 
fear of losing their market to 
the underground pushed 
them into it. 

Similar fears may have 
pushed Roche — and the FDA 
— into rushing DDC’s ap¬ 
proval; both drugs are fairly 
easy to manufacture. And an 
identical desire to avoid the 
hassle and cost of providing 
“compassionate access” to 
PWAs is inhibiting the devel¬ 
opment of protease inhibitors. 
If you ask a flak for one of 
the companies developing 
protease how well it qualifies 
for “accelerated approval,” 
they boast of its vast promise. 
But if you come at them as a 
PWA seeking access to it, 
they mumble that the early 
results are very mixed, noth¬ 
ing to get excited about, and 
they have no idea when it 
will be ready for use. 

(All of this raises the in¬ 
creasingly prominent issue of 
the public oversight of private 
research. How much do re¬ 
searchers actually know, and 
how much are they required 
to tell us? One major manu¬ 
facturer recently got repri¬ 
manded for concealing the 
deaths of several patients 
from toxic side effects during 
a trial of a drug they wanted 
approved. It turns out that the 
tobacco companies deliberate¬ 


ly suppressed studies which 
clearly showed that nicotine 
is addictive. Some of the data 
used to prove the effective¬ 
ness of reduced surgery in 
treating breast cancer has 
turned out to be faked, or in¬ 
valid. The government has ac¬ 
knowledged giving radioac¬ 
tive milk to institutionalized 
children without their knowl¬ 
edge, let alone consent, dur¬ 
ing studies in the 1950s. And 
no one knows what the CIA 
has done, because they shred¬ 
ded all their documents a cou¬ 
ple of months ago when the 
revelations began piling up. 

Avoidable delays 

By the time d4T is ap¬ 
proved, I will probably have 
gotten whatever “bounce” it 
has to offer and be ready for 
the next drug. There aren’t 
any more promising “nukes” 
in the pipeline: 3TC, the last 
of the line, is doing poorly in 
its trials. I hope and pray that 
the protease inhibitors, which 
several companies are work¬ 
ing on, will be ready soon. 
But it’s hard to say when 
they’ll be approved or avail¬ 
able. For one thing, they are 
very difficult to manufacture, 
so there won’t be an under¬ 
ground version on the gray 
market to supply adventurous 
PWAs and to put pressure on 
the drug’s makers and the 
FDA. 

Knowing your life depends 
on the competence and com¬ 
passion of major pharmaceu¬ 
tical corporations is nerve- 
wracking. They may stall de¬ 
velopment of protease just to 
avoid having to give it out 
free and to duck the liability 
inherent in distributing an un¬ 
approved drug. (Liability shy¬ 
ness may explain why IVIG, 
an effective but expensive im- 
muno-modulator, isn’t being 
aggressively developed by 
any of its six manufacturers.) 
Or they might push it out too 
soon by concealing and ne¬ 
glecting to investigate embar¬ 
rassing side effects. 

Overall, I think avoidable 
delay is more likely than pre¬ 
mature release. So what if a 
few highly progressed PWAs 
die? Such events have no di¬ 
rect impact on their balance 
sheets (though the negative 
press related to it might). 

I won’t miss the nukes, as¬ 
suming I outlive them. But 
something good better come 
out of the pipeline soon. A 
growing number of HIVers 
are using up the limited ben¬ 
efits of the nukes, and an en¬ 
tire generation of us are in¬ 
creasingly at risk. If protease 
flops — always a possibility; 
consider the recent failure of 
the vaccines —- it leaves us in 
an unpromising position, 
counting our dwindling T- 
cells like rosary beads and 
praying for relief. ▼

This Family Values Dead Son's 
Money, Ignores His Last Wishes 


United Press International 

DALLAS - The family of 
a Dallas man who died of 
AIDS has challenged his be¬ 
quest of part of his $146,000 
estate to a group that assists 
people with AIDS. 

Randy Brown, 34, who 
died January 30, willed pro¬ 
ceeds from the sale of his 
home and some of his belong¬ 
ings to the Foundation for 
Human Understanding in 
Dallas. 

His parents — Robert and 
Joan Brown — said their son 
did not have the mental ca¬ 


pacity to draw up the will 
and that undue influence was 
placed upon him in his final 
days. 

They said their objection 
centers on Marilyn Gordon, 
who cared for Brown in the 
final months of his life and 
was executor and a beneficia¬ 
ry in his will, according to the 
lawyer representing the foun¬ 
dation and Gordon, John 
Bergner. 

The dispute may mean 
that the group, whether it 
wins or loses the case, will re¬ 
ceive only a fraction of 
Brown’s gift because of the 


cost of the legal challenge. A 
jury is scheduled to hear the 
case in August. 

Gay and lesbian activists 
say the case is similar to situ¬ 
ations they have seen before 
in which parents have diffi¬ 
culty accepting the wishes of 
their children who are gay 
and die of AIDS. 

Foundation director John 
Thomas said, “I think part of 
Randy’s vision was to try and 
make a difference in the fight 
against AIDS.” Brown was a 
member of the foundation’s 
board of directors at the time 
of his death. ▼ 


Federal Reserve Announces 
Anti-Discrimination Policy

The Federal Reserve Sys¬ 
tem has joined the list of fed¬ 
eral agencies prohibiting dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation, Rep. Bar¬ 
ney Frank (D-Mass.) an¬ 
nounced last week. 

Frank contacted Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman 
Alan Greenspan last January, 
requesting the entire Federal 
Reserve System implement 
the anti-bias policy—thus fol¬ 
lowing the lead of the Boston 
Federal Reserve, which at 
Frank’s urging had adopted 
the policy several years ago. 

Greenspan responded to 
Frank last month, assuring 
him that the Federal Reserve 
System’s Board of Governors 
would follow procedures sim¬ 


ilar to those outlined in the 
federal Office of Personnel 
Management’s employment 
policy. OPM director Jim 
King announced earlier this 
year that the federal office 
would bar discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

In his letter to Frank, 
Greenspan pointed out that 
four of the Reserve System 
Banks—New York, Min¬ 
neapolis and San Francisco as 
well as Boston — and the states 
of New Jersey, Minnesota, 
Massachusetts and California 
explicitly prohibit sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination in 
their equal employment poli¬ 
cies. Chicago’s Reserve Bank 
is one of the eight others in 
the system that does not have 
such a statement. 


“The Board believes that 
employees and applicants for 
employment should not be 
disadvantaged on the basis of 
conduct which does not ad¬ 
versely affect their perfor¬ 
mance,” Greenspan wrote on 
May 16. 

Frank said Greenspan’s re¬ 
sponse marks the first time 
the Federal Reserve System 
has clearly stated that anti-gay 
bias is prohibited, but he 
added that he has urged 
Greenspan to incorporate the 
message of his letter into an 
explicit policy statement for 
the entire system. 

Frank has also written to 
the presidents of the remain¬ 
ing individual Federal Re¬ 
serve Banks that do not yet 
have sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination protection. T

Giornolism 


by Roberto Friedman 

A pioneer of Perfor¬ 
mance Poetry, John 
Giorno was creating 
live events with his 
words when most word poets 
now on the scene were in 
metaphorical diapers. You 
can encounter Giorno’s poetry 
— direct, rhythmic and explicit 
— in a new collection from 
High Risk books, You Got To 
Burn To Shine, or on Giorno 
Poetry Systems recordings, 
but these poems, these verbal 
explosions, are meant to be 
heard aloud as public perfor¬ 
mance. Giorno is coming to 
San Francisco this week for 
the first time since the mid¬ 
eighties for a reading at A 
Different Light and a perfor¬ 
mance June 8 at Slim’s. Any¬ 
one interested in poetry as 
performance should not miss 


these events. 

You Got To Burn To 
Shine, besides being a feisty 
collection of poetry, presents 
memoirs, including a tender 
recollection of having steamy 
sex with Keith Haring in a 
NYC subway men’s room, 
and the story of a sexual rela¬ 
tionship with Andy Warhol, 
who filmed Giorno sleeping 
for hours and hours in his 
classic film Sleep. The dish 
on Andy is characteristically 
unabashed (the Pop artist was 
evidently a great cocksucker), 
merry, horny and virtually 
unprecedented in the bur¬ 
geoning Warhol reminiscence 
industry. 

Giorno also shares his Bud¬ 
dhist perspective on death, 
and the history of the AIDS 
Treatment Project, which he

Up to Get Beat Down” show¬ 
ing a bloody-faced man lying 
on a subway platform while 
the rappers snarl about 
“sissies,” reveals just how 
disingenuous their argument 
is. No one’s going to gay 
bash, they seem to be saying, 
but we’ll show you what it 
would look like if they did. 

Gay leaders trash the 
Leviticus-inspired Bible teach¬ 
ings against homosexuality by 
wondering why homophobes 
pick and choose which laws 
to enforce and which to ig¬ 
nore. Two black teenage girls, 
interviewed in a record store, 
say that they love rap music 
but wish the male stars would 
stop calling women insulting 
names. As one puts it, “their 
mothers aren’t whores and 
bitches.” 

Julien has found arresting 
advocates for all the argu¬ 
ments made, and for the vast 
audience that should be re¬ 
quired to see this film, it’s a 
solid approach. Race and 
poverty and gay integration 
are complex issues and ham¬ 
mering home a one-sided 
tract would only be preaching 
to the choir. Gay people will 
readily sense that Julien’s 
sympathies lie firmly on the 
side of homosexual victims, 
but his approach is so even- 
tempered, his camera so non- 
judgmental, that Shabba 
Ranks and his friends may 
feel exactly the opposite. ▼

'Trash' Talk

The 18th San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival begins June 9 
and runs through June 19 at 
the Castro Theatre, Roxie 
Cinema, Pacific Film Archive 
and Town 3 Theatre in San 
Jose. 

B efore you sign up for 
that sun trip to Jamaica 
you might want to 
check out A Darker 
Side ofBlack, filmmaker Isaac 
Julien’s dispassionate, 
evenhanded study of homo¬ 
phobia and misogyny in music 
inspired by rap and reggae 
culture.

After Buju Banton made 
headlines in 1992 with his 
dancehall smash, “Boom Bye 
Bye,” a catchy tune that advo¬ 
cated the murder of gay men, 
anti-gay sentiments meshed 
with firmly entrenched anti¬ 
women feelings, to create a 
new, odious strain of pop mu¬ 
sic lyrics. As the music 
crossed the Atlantic and sur¬ 
faced on American airwaves, 
organized gay groups began 
to fight back. When rap star 
Shabba Ranks was banned 
from Jay Leno’s show after 
openly agreeing with Banton, 
the battle lines were drawn. 

In A Darker Side of 
Black, Julien, the black gay 
director who brought us 
Looking for Langston, sets 
out to discover the roots of 
black male homophobia and

what he finds isn’t pretty. Ja¬ 
maica is home to a strong, 
ugly streak of Christianity-in¬ 
spired conservatism, what for¬ 
mer Prime Minister Michael 
Manley calls, “escapist reli¬ 
gion” sold to unsophisticated 
Jamaicans. 

When the drug trade intro¬ 
duced an explosion of guns to 
Jamaica, the mixture of vio¬ 
lence and prejudice lead to a 
strong expression of male 
bravado as musicians began 
to vent feelings against both 
women and gay men with in¬ 
creasing frequency. As Tricia 
Rose, a cultural critic ob¬ 
serves, black men can’t rap 
about business successes or 
corporate raids, so they focus 
on areas they feel they can 


control: women and fags. 

A Darker Side of Black 
uses music video clips, dance- 
hall footage and interviews 
with black intellectuals, gay 
leaders and homophobic mu¬ 
sicians to lay out the argu¬ 
ments on both sides. The 
black leaders, in particular, 
put things in perspective 
without offering excuses. Sev¬ 
eral make the point that it’s 
grossly unfair for the media 
to label black males homo- 
phobic because of the actions 
of a small segment of reli¬ 
gious radicals. 

The musicians counter that 
they never intended for any¬ 
one to actually hurt a homo — 
just hating us is apparently 
enough — and disavow any 
connection between their mu¬ 
sic and real life. A clip from 
Brand Nubian’s “Punks Jump 


about “women on the verge” 
and can only be described as 
Almodovar lite, however re¬ 
dundant that may seem. Di¬ 
rector Pappi Corsicato’s film 
is silly fun, but the main com¬ 
parison to Almodovar’s pic¬ 
tures is negative. The pacing 
here is as sloppy as in Pedro’s 
early films, but there’s less of 
the verve and insight that 
compensated for Almodovar’s 
inexperience as a filmmaker. 

The delectably handsome 
Ciro Piscopo plays the gay 
son in the second tale. His 
magnetism — not to mention 
the shots of him in his 
skivvies—will doubtless satis¬ 
fy the demands of the festi¬ 
val’s male audience for 
beefcake. Which is more than 
can be said for falsely adver¬ 
tised works like Cap Tour- 
mente.

T ake your mother!

Eclectic Moves 


OCD/San Francisco and Dancing Downtown.

I naugurating its 23rd an¬ 
niversary season on 
June 2nd at the Yerba 
Buena Center, 

ODC/San Francisco is about 
to prove that everything old 
is new again. In a Bay Area 
dance scene that often ele¬ 
vates style over substance, 
ODC’s eight-work, two-pro¬ 
gram Spring series, “Dancing 
Downtown,” emphasizes 
form, musicality, and a conge¬ 
nial reverence for the fertile 
aesthetics and rich traditions 
of modern dance. Call me 
old-fashioned, but it promises 
to be a smashing effort. 

Among the season’s four 
world premieres is Kimi Oka- 
da’s “Into the Inkwell,” a 
swing-era period piece based 
on Max Fleischer cartoons of 
the early 1940s and featuring 
a guest performance by Geoff 
Hoyle. Okada, a longtime 
ODC associate, hasn’t created 
work for ODC in more than 
seven years, and it’s a wel¬ 
come return. 

Literary sources 

The season’s new works 
also include co-artistic direc¬ 
tor KT Nelson’s Scout, an 


ensemble piece based on 
Harper Lee’s 1960 novel, To 
Kill a Mockingbird. 

Lee’s novel, as many will 
recall, takes place in a small, 
Depression-era Alabama town 
where a white woman has ac¬ 
cused a black man of rape. 
Scout is the novel’s young 
narrator, and it is her father 
— lawyer Atticus Finch — 
who defends Tom Robinson, 
the alleged assailant. 

It’s clear from the start 
that Tom isn’t guilty, but the 
racial hatred that is exhumed 
by the trial — in a town 
where neighborliness suppos¬ 
edly reigns — is the book’s 
focus. In the end, Lee offers 
hope that the cataclysm might 
actually push the world an 
inch or two forward for Scout 
and her 13-year-old brother, 
Jem. 

At ODC, tackling themes 
as ambitious as this one is all 
in a day’s work. For Nelson 
and Way, in fact, literature 
has often been a rich source 
of material. Books as various 
as The Velveteen Rabbit and 
Italo Calvino’s Invisible Cities 
have inspired past choreogra¬ 
phy, as have Orlando and 
other writings by Virginia 
Woolf, on which Way’s 1988 


Loose the Thread was based; 
and The Yellow Wallpaper, 
Charlotte Perkins Gilman’s 
early feminist novel of the 
same name and the source for 
a bravura 1989 solo for Nel¬ 
son. 

But if Way and Nelson 
both find inspiration in litera¬ 
ture, they come to it from re¬ 
markably different angles. 
“What I take from books that 
I really love is the investiga¬ 
tion of form,” says Way. “Lit¬ 
erature has a much broader 
use of formal constructs than 
dance does — disjunctive 
narrative, two different time 
periods feathering together. 
So I find it very stimulating 
to take a device from a book 
— say that narrative weave — 
and create it in a (dance). 
That’s one of my major inter¬ 
ests. It’s not that I’m trying to 
realize the story, often.” 

For Nelson, on the other 
hand, who struggled in the 
creation of Scout with how 
much of the novel’s plot need¬ 
ed to be made explicit, it’s the 
emotional content of litera¬ 
ture that often calls to her. 

“I love to make up move¬ 
ment,” Nelson says, “but I feel 
like it doesn’t always get me 
where I want to go. In just 
making up steps, I may find 
what I’ve done (to be) interest¬ 
ing, or I may get beautiful 
structure, but something that 
I want about human feeling is 
lacking. Having something 
else that I’m responding to, 
like a book, shakes things 
up.” 

Indeed, Way adds roguish¬ 
ly, a book is like having an¬ 
other collaborator — ‘‘one 
over whom you have total 
control!” 

John Santos 

Surely one of the most 
provocative of ODC’s pre¬ 
miers this season will be 
Way’s Under the Jaguar Sun, 
set to live Afro-Cuban music 
by Bay Area musician John 
Santos and members of his 
Machete Ensemble. ODC has 
made a tradition of working 
with live musicians — past col¬ 
laborators include the Kronos 
Quartet, The Bobs, and Bob¬ 
by McFerrin, among others — 
but Jaguar is a challenge on 
many levels. 

Santos, for example, pro¬ 


vided ODC with a rehearsal 
tape on which little more 
than a base beat had been 
laid down. In performance, 
of course, that beat will be 
richly embellished with the 
complicated rhythms and 
counter-rhythm that make 
Afro-Cuban music so com¬ 
pelling. 

It's all in the beat 

But at ODC’s rehearsal 
hall, the members of the en¬ 
semble are learning to time 
their movements on the basis 
of no other musical cues — 
and to be where they must be 
when the choreography calls 
for one dancer to hurl himself 
into another’s arms. As cou¬ 
ples, quartets and sextets 
form and break apart, the 
beat fills the air. The beat — 
and the sound of dancers 
. counting. 


Santos’ music enticed Way 
for some of the same reasons 
it entices nearly everyone 
else: “There’s something 
primeval and mysterious and 
yet incredibly grounded about 
the flute and drums,” she 
says. At the same time, “It 
can be nerve-racking to work 
with live music. But when 
you finally have the music, it 
just takes a whole departure. 
(As dancers) we lead a very 
insular life, actually. We 
work all the time. So when 
you throw yourself into that 
pot with equally intense 
artists, something magical 
happens.”

Chicken McNuggets

T wo new documen¬ 
taries screening to¬ 
gether at the Lesbian 
& Gay Film Festival 
are sure to stir up controversy 
and heated discussion over 
man/boy love issues. The odd¬ 
ly titled The Bach Virus is a 
Dutch production (directed by 
Arnold Vogel and Robbert 
Verhoeven) examining the 
lives of three men who ad¬ 
mire the members of a boys’ 
choir. An American film, 
Chicken Hawk (now there’s 
a simple and direct title), di¬ 
rected by Adi Sideman, fea¬ 
tures interviews with some of 
the coordinators of NAM- 
BLA. Though the Dutch and 
the American men’s predilec¬ 
tions may overlap, cultural 
differences between the 
worlds of the two short sub¬ 
jects soon become obvious. 

What does The Bach Virus 
sound like it might be about? 
Classical music queens, per¬ 
haps some weird new strain 
of retrovirus, computers 
even? Get ready for a profile 
of some middle-aged men 
who long for the angelic spec¬ 
imens of a boys’ choir in 
Haarlem, the Netherlands. 
The video’s structure — inter¬ 
views with the pedophiles in¬ 
terspersed with footage of the 
chorus performing in a cathe¬ 
dral — makes it seem like the 
entire concert audience, as 
the camera pans over them, 
is secretly lusting over the 
performers. It’s as if the Bach 
chorales (which were written 
explicitly for boys’ chorus, 
and, according to the choir di¬ 
rector, can only be sung ade¬ 
quately by a boys’ chorus) 
were nothing but a pretext to 
seduction.

Pathetic Cast 

The interviews with the 
boylovers themselves are 
much more unguarded. These 
men come off as in some 
ways sympathetic, relatively 
harmless and largely pathetic 
in their unrequited yearning. 
Mostly they pine away in con¬ 
templation of the youngsters’ 
unblemished beauty. The pos¬ 
sibility that they might ever 
convince the boys to have sex 
with them seems remote. 
“They [the boys] should come 
[visit] of their own free will,” 
says one. “The stories of dirty 
old men who lure boys with 
sweets are nonsense,” says an¬ 
other. An amateur artist who 
paints (bad) portraits of nude 
boys lolling amidst Norwe¬ 
gian fjords insists that a boy’s 
perfect body is not enough to 
sustain his desire: the boy 
should also have an interest 
in, indeed a talent for, music, 
and not pop music, either. So 


the painter attends these con¬ 
certs, giving himself over to 
dreams of naked youths ca¬ 
vorting in Scandinavian land¬ 
scapes. 

But the most compelling 
segment of Bach Virus con¬ 
cerns a self-described pe¬ 
dophile who is continually 
persecuted by the other in¬ 
habitants of his housing com¬ 
plex. When this unfortunate 
man attempts to step into the 
common garden (he must 
climb out his window because 
his door has been barred with 
paving stones), he is harassed 
and reviled until he retreats. 

The cameraman is with 
him every step of the way, 
and the footage of'supposedly 
enlightened, tolerant Dutch 
citizens turning on one of 
their own is strong stuff. Ulti¬ 
mately one can only feel pity 
for and exasperation with this 
man who is crying out for af¬ 
fection and mistakenly be¬ 
lieves he will find it from 
some fickle and as-yet un¬ 
formed boy. 

The American Way 

Appetites become much 
rawer and more American in 
Chicken Hawk, which opens 
with a daddy type cruising 
around a small town in his 
big boat of a car, sizing up 
the local youth at play on a 
basketball court. “He’s at that 
perfect stage when he’s nei¬ 
ther all masculine nor all fem¬ 
inine,” this man rhapsodizes 
on the theme of pubescent 
beauty. “He’s in bloom — the 
flower is responding to 
warmth.” This man is full of 
hot air. 

The film is on firmer 
ground when it profiles Peter 
Meltzer, the public school 
teacher in New York City 
who was briefly the center of 
a media fury, when he was 
summarily dismissed from his 
job because of his NAMBLA 
affiliation. One student at the 
school, the Bronx High 
School of Science, wisely 
sums up the injustice: Meltzer 
was fired for what goes on in 
his head, not for anything he 
did. That’s plainly unAmeri- 
can. 

There’s also footage of an¬ 
other NAMBLA member be¬ 
ing harassed by protesters 
with bullhorns outside his 
apartment; the NAMBLA 
contingent being scorned by 
other gays at last year’s 
March On Washington; and 
Allen Ginsberg reading at the 
1989 NAMBLA conference, 
“Sweet boy, give me your 
ass.” 

But my lasting impression 
from Chicken Hawk is of 
that sly, manipulative fellow 
cruising around in his Dad- 
mobile. Personally, I think in- 
tergenerational sexual affairs 
can work, can even be life-en¬ 
hancing for the right young 
blade. One Dutch boylover, a 
child welfare agency worker, 
claims he’d seek permission 
from a boy’s parents and so¬ 
cial worker before initiating 
an affair. So, let’s take it on a 
case-by-case basis. But I know 
if I had a son, I’d want 
him kept away from this par¬ 
ticular creep in the big Amer¬ 
ican car. Kids can be vulnera¬ 
ble to the worst folks 
amongst us. ▼

from gay lives back then 
were the members of his own 
coterie. White then sings the 
praises of David Leavitt, as if 
signalling the passing of the 
baton of literary prestige, 
declaring him a dedicated 
AIDS activist despite his yup¬ 
pie reputation. (As proof, we 
get a few seconds of Leavitt 
marching in a demo.) 

Mostly, however, this short 
film reflects its subject’s imp¬ 
ish wit and charm. The “shit” 
which the Famous Writer re¬ 
ceives is not excrement hit¬ 
ting the fan, but a block of 
hash, sent in the mail by an 
admirer. Just in time for his 
dinner party! Some guys have 
all the luck. ▼

I n A Day In The Life of 
Edmund White, a new 
video directed by Bill 
Cory, the author of A 
Boy’s Own Story and the bi¬ 
ography Genet sends up his 
own carefully cultivated im¬ 
age. White is probably the 
best-known contemporary gay 
novelist, and in this delightful 
lark of a film, he plays to the 
hilt the image of Famous 
Writer, living a glamorous ex¬ 
patriate life in Paris, glamour 
capital of the world. 

The Famous Writer wakes 
up composing prose, and 
sends his cute young 
boyfriend to the kitchen to 
prepare the coffee. We know 
we’re in spoof territory at the 
very outset, when the film an¬ 
nounces itself as “The Day 
the Shit Happened — A 
Melodocumentary.” Shot like 
a home movie in black and 
white, Day In The Life in¬ 
dulges in silent film conven¬ 
tions: a lovely piano jazz 
soundtrack, title-cards mark¬ 
ing off each stage of White’s 
day. 

And what a day! Our Au¬ 
thor spends his morning on 
the “party line” and working 
out with his gorgeous person¬ 
al trainer, then finds time to 
visit his editor’s office, there 
to sign lucrative contracts and 
inscribe copies of his books. 
A title card announces: “Late 
for lunch with the Countess!” 

Despite a serendipitous 
cafe encounter with a neigh- 


It’s a good sign that this 
doyen of gay letters can poke 
fun at his own pretensions.

'100 Days': Roughly Hewn Gem

A kung fu film in Can¬ 
tonese with Man¬ 
darin and English 
subtitles is an unusu¬ 
al candidate for a hit at a les¬ 
bian and gay film festival, but 
I predict The Legend of Fong 
Sai-Yuk will be a crowd- 
pleaser. Festival co-director 
Jenni Olson (she’s the butch 
one without the accent) pro¬ 
grammed it as a favorite, fol¬ 
lowing the success of The 


bullets to save a blind girl, or 
in Ringo Lam’s gay gangster 
epic Full Contact. 

But unless you’re opposed 
to all depictions of violence 
on principle, you will be de¬ 
lighted with the fabulously 
cartoonish choreography of 
the martial arts scenes in The 
Legend of Fong Sai-Yuk 
and the surprising tenderness 
director Corey Yuen man¬ 
ages.

East Is Red last year. “We 
like to show at least one 
thing,” she offered suggestive¬ 
ly, “that while not exactly les¬ 
bian or gay, has unique plea¬ 
sures for a queer audience.” 

Indeed, it is not without 
queer content. To save her 
son Fong Sai-Yuk’s face, his 
mama and kung fu mentor 
(portrayed by martial arts 
veteran and ex-child star 
Josephine Siao) dresses as a 
man and fights the lady who 
thrashed her baby. As in any 
good gender-bending Eliza¬ 
bethan comedy the dame falls 
for this “dude.” There is at 
least one subplot, involving 
an evil overlord and Fong’s 
father, a scholar who is a se¬ 
cret member of the revolu¬ 
tionary Red Flower Society — 
in this historical drama, the 
good guys are Han Chinese 
and the bad guys (but with 
cuter haircuts) are Manchu in¬ 
vaders. 

If you are among those gay 
folk who have not yet seen a 
Hong Kong fight film, and 
figure that all Chinese movies 
are slow and important (like 
China’s Farewell My Concu¬ 
bine), or cute and upbeat (as 
was Taiwan’s The Wedding 
Banquet), you are in for a 
surprise as this film is consid¬ 
erably violent. That should 
come as no surprise consider¬ 
ing it’s a kung fu film. But be¬ 
yond paying respect to its 
genre there are cultural con¬ 
tingencies that inform The 
Legend of Fong Sai-Yuk. At 
a talk at NAATA (National 
Asian American Telecommu¬ 
nications Association), which 
is co-sponsoring this showing, 
U.C. Berkeley film lecturer 
David L. Eng explored the vi¬ 
olent aesthetic of the world’s 
second largest film industry 
and concluded that violence 
in their cinema is a way of 
dealing with the anxiety pro¬ 
duced by the imminent 
takeover of Hong Kong by 
Beijing in 1997. You can see 
this anxiety in John Woo’s 
1989 film The Killer as the 
protagonist defies a million 


without ever touching the 
earth (like Hercules, who 
wrestled the giant Antaeus off 
the ground). Fantastic ballet- 
ics ensue amid kicks and 
punches, first climaxing as 
the two female antagonists ac¬ 
tually fall into each other’s 
arms, where they remain 
frozen in a deep gaze while 
suspended by silk banners 
mere inches from the ground. 
But not to worry, there are 
multiple climaxes in this rela¬ 
tionship: soon they do battle 
literally balanced on the 
heads and shoulders of their 
(rather athletic) male support¬ 
ers. It is something to see. 

Later, Fong (played by Jet 
Li, who is also the film’s pro¬ 
ducer) wreaks some lovely 
vengeance on Manchus who 
have humiliated and cravenly 
killed his best friend Bo. With 
his dead comrade tied to his 
back he dispatches all of the 
soldiers, until they all lie pros¬ 
trate at Bo’s and his feet.. 
Fong, in grief, tells his friend, 
“Hope we’d be buddies in our 
next life.” A similarly touch¬ 
ing moment occurs between 
the two women “lovers,” who 
yearn thus: “Maybe in anoth¬ 
er life there will be room for 
our love.” The film’s charac¬ 
ters of all genders share one 
secret with Jenni Olson, and 
me. Scratch a butch and 
you’ll find a closet romantic. 

Oh, did I mention that the 
film is also hilarious? Gay- 
Bob Briggs would rate it high 
on the drive-in scale. Best 
long bamboo vs. short bam¬ 
boo fighting, chopsticks fu, 
mom-fu, four breasts (two of 
them bound) and a great guil¬ 
lotine near-finale. Revolution¬ 
aries will go for it historically. 
Traditionalist Chinese poetry 
fans should love it. Even pa- 
triarchalists may enjoy the 
way mother and son fight 
side by side to save Dad. Go 
see it. ▼

L ife is beyond hellish 
for five young sol¬ 
diers ensnared in the 
institutional brutality 
of the military in the Russian- 
made 100 Days Before the 
Command. A roughly hewn 
but carefully conceived visual 
gem, the picture is one of the 
most evocative entries in this 
year’s SF gay film fest. 


With one significant excep¬ 
tion, the world Hussein 
Erkenov depicts is all-male 
and akin to that in The Lord 
of the Flies. Pent-up hostility 
and sexuality surface at 
bizarre times and places, 
punctuated by fleeting mo¬ 
ments of endearing — and oc¬ 
casionally quite sensual — ca¬ 
maraderie. 

Unlike the boys in The 
Lord of the Flies, these 
young men are not alone. 
They remain under the con¬ 
stant, often electronic gaze, of 
their superiors, who appear in 
the flesh only briefly and only 
to make existence more intol¬ 
erable. 

That the soldiers are on no 
particular mission is decided¬ 
ly symbolic and all the more 
poignant given the fate of the 
Soviet Union a year or so af¬ 
ter the film’s completion in 
1990. Rules, drills and regula¬ 
tions must be followed, the 
cost to the individual be 
damned.

Resourceful Director 

On levels both artistic and 
logistical, Erkenov’s resource¬ 
fulness in creating 100 Days 
was remarkable. According to 
Variety, he submitted two 
fake scripts as decoys for the 
one he actually shot. The So¬ 
viet military, which cooperat¬ 
ed by providing locations and 
soldiers as principals and ex¬ 


tras, was reportedly aghast at 
the unequivocally homoerotic 
finished product. 

Even more impressive is 
the director’s facility for relat¬ 
ing thoughts via pictures 
rather than words — what a 
novel filmmaking strategy. 
The young men’s fear regis¬ 
ters in their faces, movement 
and body language; the edit¬ 
ing heightens its intensity. 
Erkenov adroitly incorporates 
enough action into long track¬ 
ing shots of the mess hall and 
barracks and elsewhere to 
convey the boredom of mili¬ 
tary life without making his 
film monotonous. 

Apparent strength or 
weakness augurs neither sur¬ 
vival nor death. A muscular 
brute meets the same savage 
fate as a faggish weakling; so 
does the fresh-faced cadet 
who tries to remain unobtru¬ 
sive. The “system” is the cul¬ 
prit here, though the film is 
deliberately ambiguous about 
whom or what it is indicting. 

At various points water is 
a vehicle of sustenance, tor¬ 
ture, relief, humiliation, plea¬ 
sure and death. People some¬ 
times control its application 
and consequences, but also 
are victims of natural and oth¬ 
er forces, an indication that 
Erkenov ascribes hu¬ 
mankind’s woes to manifold 
and complex causes. ▼

Three Fictional Biographies at the Festival 

Why, Oh Why A Bio?

B y now, we’ve seen 
enough coming-out 
stories, portraits of 
a drag queen and 
lesbian survivor shows to ap¬ 
preciate a deconstruction of 
the make-believe inherent in 
pretending to represent real 
life onscreen. The faux docu¬ 
mentary injects a healthy 
dose of irony into meditations 
on queer identity, even as it 
bestows the trappings of ob¬ 
jective reality on the most 
farflung figments of a film¬ 
maker’s imagination. Three 
examples of this genre-bend¬ 
ing give, or, in some cases, 
fail to give, strange new life 
to their title characters. 

Zoe la Boxeuse, is seen 
only in flashback, mostly in 
black-and-white blurred 
footage of vaguely flailing 
arms, bad hair and an 
ejectible mouthguard. Be¬ 
cause she disguised herself as 
a guy in order to kill her em¬ 
bezzling ex-manager/fuck, 
she’s the cause celeb re on ev¬ 
eryone’s lips — but never gets 
to tell her own story. While 
director Karim Dridi lovingly 
captures the atmosphere of 
the cafe, nightclub and court, 
where hangers-on gossip 
about the principals in the 
case, his nominal heroine 
slips through his fingers. A 
send-up of the French pen¬ 
chant for talk and a good 
crime passionnelle, the film’s 
analysis of popular myth-mak¬ 
ing is obscured by its misogy¬ 
ny. What might have been a 
celebration of a two-fisted, 
cross-dressing assassin and/or

a deconstruction of male priv¬ 
ilege to (rejwrite herstory is 
just a replica of that privilege. 
Ninety-nine percent of the 


people onscreen are men, for 
whom Zoe exists only as 
something to talk to each oth¬ 
er about.

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Lady is a travesty. In 
more ways than several. Writ¬ 
er/ performer Dominique 
Dibbel’s desultory monologue 
non-interruptus, wandering 
around her apartment, is ran¬ 
domly filmed by director Ira 
Sachs. The mood is ennui, the 
angle is oblique, thoughts are 
deflected and the pitch is 
queer. The closer it gets, the 
weirder it looks. What’s going 
on here? Why have we been 
invited to share the poetically 
enunciated details of this crea¬ 
ture’s non-existent daily life? 
Who or what is this? Is it a 
she or a she-wannabe or a he- 
that-was? What does she 
mean she wants a weenie, 
having had one in a past life? 
I’d hate to have anyone ex¬ 
plain this film, though I’d love 
to hear them express their 
doubts about it and them¬ 
selves. This paradox of paro¬ 
dy, issuing from no-sex’s land, 
sustains an atmosphere of 
willful ambivalence worthy of 
Marguerite Duras. 

Carmelita Tropicana, per¬ 
formance comic, political ac¬ 
tivist and super, is a house¬ 
hold name in her apartment 
on Manhattan’s Loisaida (for¬ 
merly the Lower East Side). 
Displaying a buddhalike res¬ 
ignation to life’s little absurdi¬ 
ties, this indomitable latina 


femme makes her way 
through a performance piece, 
a mugging, a boiler break¬ 
down, a pro-choice action, 
time in jail, a cross-dressed 
flashback tragedy and an 
over-the-top musical number 
— “Prisoeras del Amor”, 
which must be seen to be be¬ 
lieved — without ever losing 
her grassroots, lesbian-femi¬ 
nist, multicultural cool. She 
even eulogizes her own mug¬ 
ger as someone who was 
“HIV and very positive.” As 
directed by Ela Troyano and 
supported by a cast of equals, 
Tropicana is moving proof 
that, like her subtitle says, 
Your Kunst Is Your Waffen. 
Your cunt is your breakfast? 
No, no, no. Your art is your 
weapon. In Tropicana’s 
hands, a sense of humor is 
more than a survival mecha¬ 
nism: her comic spirit creates 
a world you wouldn’t mind 
living in. V

Oedipal Angst

T here is only one pos¬ 
sible reason for book¬ 
ing Cap Tourmente 
(Cape Torment) into 
the queer film fest, and that 
reason is Roy Dupuis. Play¬ 
ing the hustler in last year’s 
Being at Home With Claude, 
Dupuis made quite a splash, 
figuratively speaking. This 
time around, he gets to do it 
literally, complete with a few 
seconds of frontal nudity as 
he skinny-dips into the ocean. 

Dupuis plays Alex, the hy¬ 
peractive, drug-using son of a 
woman who operates a run¬ 
down seaside inn. His mother 
Jeanne (Andree Lachapelle) 
teeters on the edge of 
bankruptcy while sister Alfa 
(Elise Guilboult) works two 
jobs. Alex returns from a 
brief stint at sea on the same 
day Jean Louis (Gilbert 
Sicotte) comes back to the inn 
after a 9-year absence. Jean 
Louis had a long-term affair 
with the sister; the sister 
probably had an affair with 
her brother Alex; and Alex 
still wants to screw everyone 
in the family, including Jean 
Louis (nothing personal, mind 
you, it’s just that he’s a bot¬ 
tomless pit of need). 

Michel Langlois, the direc¬ 


tor of this French-Canadian 
production, makes the most 
of Dupuis’ linebacker 
physique by showing him 
nude or provocatively half- 
dressed on several occasions. 
But the film’s leaden pacing 
and fundamental pointless¬ 
ness make the viewing expe¬ 
rience two hours of pure tedi¬ 
um. Nothing happens. The 
family talks incessantly (in 
French, with subtitles), fights 
occasionally, and the relatives 
make sexual overtures to¬ 
ward each other, all to no 
avail. If you’re not snoring be¬ 
fore the end of this film, I 
guarantee you someone seat¬ 
ed nearby will be. 

The theme of incest is sim¬ 
ply not interesting enough to 
stand on its own, and neither 
the director nor the screen¬ 
writer has done anything new 
or particularly interesting 
with it. Unmotivated angst 
and nonspecific neuroses rule 
the day at Cap Tourmente, 
and as one boarder after an¬ 
other gets up and walks out 
on the family, audience mem¬ 
bers will no doubt find it dif¬ 
ficult to resist the same temp¬ 
tation. T

monotony, the action is inter¬ 
spersed with clips of stand-up 
comic routines that are amus¬ 
ing, but not knock-your-socks- 
off funny, and as safe as the 
rest of the movie. And that’s 
the biggest problem with this 
film: It’s safe. 

Teens and AIDS? Alco¬ 
holism? Suicide? Depres¬ 
sion? Drugs? How about 
gender identity? Or just the 
good old-fashioned angst that 
plagues the coming-out years? 
The movie glosses over a few 


of these topics and ignores 
others altogether. To its cred¬ 
it, it addresses gay bashing 
and bigotry and fear and ac¬ 
tivism — but from a distance. 

So, if Aunt Millie’s in 
town, Out: Stories of Lesbian 
& Gay Youth will convince 
her you’re not really different 
after all. Otherwise? There’s 
not much that’s new here. ▼

Joan Braderman 's ‘Joan Sees Stars ' 

Sharing the Silver Screen

P erformance and video 
artist Joan Brader- 
man’s latest work is 
an innovative feminist 
take on America’s obsession 
with celebrity. A few years 
ago when Braderman found 



herself bedridden with a seri¬ 
ous stomach ailment, she 
spent hour upon hour channel 
surfing and watching old 
movies on video cassettes. 
During the process of recu¬ 
perating, Joan Sees Stars was 
born. 

Growing up, Braderman 
became obsessed with images 
of women in the movies. Eliz¬ 
abeth Taylor. Ava Gardner. 


Vivien Leigh. The stars and 
the roles they played became 
a part of her psyche. In this 
two-part, hour-long video, she 
reminisces, preaches and 
speculates on the effect fe¬ 
male images in film have had 
on her and on women in 
general. While she angrily de¬ 
nounces the limitations of 
such role models — usually 
manipulated by male 
moviemakers — she readily 
admits that she loves to watch 
them at work. Her 
schizophrenic approach is 
matched perfectly by a wild, 
mesmerizing visual style. 

Starting with a montage of 
scrolling FBI warnings (the 
kind seen at the beginning of 
a video tape) that she bursts 
through to introduce the tape, 
Braderman inserts herself 
into some of her favorite me¬ 
dia moments. We find her ly¬ 
ing in bed with Elizabeth 
Taylor in a scene from But¬ 
terfield 8, her cats crawling 
across the bed she’s sharing 
with Liz. She superimposes 
herself over Chuck Woolery 
in a particularly dopey Love 
Connection segment, and then 
fire spews from her mouth 
when she gets really steamed. 
She splits her own image into 
hundreds of pieces and brings 
herself back together again. 
She sprouts a beehive hairdo. 
It’s an extravaganza of visual 
special effects. 

Technically Dazzling 

The second half of Joan 
Sees Stars, “Movie Goddess 
Machines,” is even more 
technically dazzling than the 
first. In several lengthy seg¬ 
ments, she blends footage 
from two separate movies, 
creating an odd new meaning. 
In the first, Frankenstein’s 
monster meets Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe when the classic “Dia¬ 
monds Are a Girl’s Best 


Cyber Art's Inner 
Reaches Exposed

A drop of quicksilver 
spills onto the wall of 
the darkened gallery. 
The liquid spreads, 
blossoming into brains and 
bone to form a fleeting hu¬ 
manoid profile which instant¬ 
ly melts and disappears. 
Viewers have just been sped 
through an electromagnetic 
portrait of the artist’s head, 
infinitessimal slice by slice, in 
one ear and out the other. 

The art participant looking 
into the registered trademark 
Fakespace BOOM (binocular 
omni-orientation monitor) 
rides through a three-dimen¬ 
sional animation of a comput¬ 
er-reconstructed eye, optic 
nerve, brain, dendrite, inner 
ear — and back into Center for 
the Arts realspace. 

These two infrastructural 
head trips: the death’s head 
and the inner space shuttle, 
together comprise the current 
exhibit, Cyberhead...Am I Re¬ 
ally Existing? The title’s 
acronym, CAIRE, is the given 
name of the artist, Patrice 
Caire. 

A few years ago, Caire en¬ 
countered an oil slick while 
riding a 650cc supersport at 
180 mph and broke a shoul-

der. Moved by the poetic 
dance of atoms comprising 
the medical procedure, MRI 
(magnetic resonance imaging), 
she later underwent a whole- 
body MRI for art’s sake. Her 
own toughest critic, Caire ad¬ 
mitted that the state-of-the-art 
applications of this unique 
data only begin to approach 
the state of the artist. 

“What I imagine is much 
more complex,” Caire said 
about the VR trip through 
her head. “The brain would 
be the seat of associations. 
You would see things happen¬ 
ing, like memories being trig¬ 
gered. At this stage, though,

Friend” number from Gentle¬ 
men Prefer Blondes is 
merged with Frankenstein. 
As the monster picks up a lit¬ 
tle girl and innocently throws 
her to her death in a lake, 
Marilyn is gliding down stairs 
surrounded by men in tuxe¬ 
dos. On the soundtrack Bra¬ 
derman muses on gender 
identity, wondering who is 
the butch and who the 
femme. 

For the most part Brader- 


man’s visuals deliver their 
own message, and the biggest 
flaw here is that she tends to 
verbally overstate her case, 
making the same, often tried 
and true, points repeatedly. 
And as innovative as she is as 
a video artist, Braderman isn’t 
all that interesting as a per¬ 
former. Her delivery is a little 
monotonous, and some of her 
observations, particularly 
about body image, seem 
generic rather than personal.

I magine if you will, 
what Wilson Phillips 
might sound like if 
they were a punk rock 
band, one that wrote interest¬ 
ing lyrics and sang songs 
about girls. While this sce¬ 
nario is alluded to only vague¬ 
ly in That Dog’s press release, 
the idea does provide an apt 
springboard from which mu¬ 
sical comparisons can be 
made. And though this may 
sound like a weird concept, 
the end result is nothing short 
of impressive. 

Comprised of three cute 
girls and one cute boy, That 
Dog came together less than 
two years ago when, on a 
lark, principle songwriter 
Anna Waronker picked up 
her brother’s guitar and start¬ 
ed playing. “It’s a left-handed 
guitar but I play it right-hand¬ 
ed, so it’s strung upside- 
down,” explains Anna. “A 
friend of mine tuned it to an 
open chord and said, ‘This is 
what you should do.’ Ever 
since then I’ve been writing 
songs.” 

Never having written mu¬ 
sic before, she enlisted the aid 
of sisters Petra and Rachel 
Haden, to sing and play violin 
and bass respectively. Com¬ 
pleting the line-up was drum¬ 
mer Tony Maxwell, an old 
childhood friend of Anna’s, 
who went to the same Los 
Angeles high school as the 
three women. 


From there they began a 
meteoric ascent. In less than a 
year and a half, That Dog 
went from playing in their 
bedrooms to being signed to 
David Geffen’s record label, 
DGC. “It’s been kind of in¬ 
sane and overwhelming,” ad¬ 
mits Tony. 

Unpretentious and lyrical, 
That Dog’s eponymously-ti- 
tled debut album is not the 
sort of thing one usually finds 
being produced by a major la¬ 
bel. The band’s schizophrenic 
style is the musical equivalent 
of manic-depression — loud 
one minute, restrained the 
next. Anna thrashes her gui¬ 
tar with buzzsaw abandon on 
the opener “Old Timer,” yet 
slides into a slow, graceful 
melody on “Punk Rock Girl.” 
All three women’s voices 
blend harmoniously and Pe¬ 
tra’s violin adds a sweetness 
to their sound. 

Recently, I asked the wom¬ 
en in the band if they felt any 
sense of empowerment from 
playing rock music in a still 
male-dominated industry. “It’s 
weird,” replied Petra. “I just 
think we’re in this band and 
we’re playing music. I don’t 
think, ‘Oh, I’m a woman and 
I’m doing this!”’ 

“You don’t?” asks sister 
Rachel. “I always think that. 
I’m always so glad to be a 
woman playing. Sometimes 
at the clubs where we play I 
see these girls who have to 
wear these skimpy little out¬ 
fits, to serve beer and alcohol

mise, and what I show is usu¬ 
ally the best compromise that 
I’ve found for the time being.” 

A perpetual work-in- 
progress, CAIRE is also a 
conceptual identity-crisis. 
“The framework I’m creating 
is never a given,” she asserts. 
“It’s something that is always 
criticizing itself from the in¬ 
side.” Caire’s ultimate ambi¬ 
tion is to render “every way 
that human beings receive 
data from their environment 
and make connections, using 
their entire system from fin¬ 
gertips to toes. This includes 
a whole array of intellectual 
and emotional responses.” 

Caire learned a lot about 
her own responses from the 
650cc supersport.

to people, and I’m just so 
lucky to be doing what I real¬ 
ly feel deep down inside is 
important.”

So how does Tony feel 
about being the token male in 
a band of strong-minded 
women? “I kind of feel like 
‘that dog,”’ he replies, laugh¬ 
ing and mimicking the sound 
of a whip being cracked. 
“Yeah, I feel like the odd man 


out. Especially when it's 
PMS time, and everyone’s 
like, ‘I’m feeling different 
again!”’ 

A discussion of the band 
member’s menstruation cy¬ 
cles immediately ensues. 
“There was actually a time 
where Anna and Petra and I 
knew our cycles,” Rachel tells 
me. “But ever since we began 
touring, it’s been thrown off 
totally. We’re eating horribly 
and stress and, well, you 
know...” 

“The orgies,” Tony says, 
deadpan, before his face 


breaks into a grin. I ask if he 
ever feels left out of these dis¬ 
cussions. “No, I try to keep 
track of it,” he says. “I like to 
stay abreast of most things.” 

That Dog’s obviously fe¬ 
male bent is even more ap¬ 
parent from an examination 
of the band’s lyrics. Many of 
their songs are addressed to 
other women, like the sweet 
and loving “She Looks at 
Me,” or the aching “Raina.” 

Because of this, I asked if 
anyone in the band was 
queer. “There’s definitely an 
embracement of that,” admits 
Tony. “I don’t think any of us 
have had same-sex relation¬ 
ships, but that’s not to say 
that we haven’t had same-sex 
experiences!” 

“We all play Spin the Bot¬ 
tle together!” offers Anna. 

“We used to play it a lot 
more,” laments Tony, with 
that smirk. “But now we’re 
sick of each other.” 

“We had sort of this initia¬ 
tion thing,” continues Anna. 

‘‘Whenever we would 
bring someone into our 
group, we’d make them play 
Spin the Bottle.” 

Which wouldn’t be nearly 
as intimidating as it might 
sound, given that these four 
young, fresh-faced beauties 
are quite charming and 
friendly, creating music that 
is as cute and weird as them¬ 
selves. Of course it helps that 
they’ve all known each other 
since childhood. Says Anna, 
“I think it’s good because we 
have sort of a family relation¬ 
ship.” 

‘‘Sure, we occasionally 
bicker,” adds Tony. “There 
are moments where you get 
pissed off. But basically 
there’s just a lot of love.” And 
in the exuberant quality of 
That Dog’s music, it definite¬ 
ly shows. ▼ 


because you’re really attuned 
— when you go at high speed 
and you can die at any mo¬ 
ment,” she said. “Things con¬ 
nect very fast and in ways 
which would not occur other¬ 
wise, because of the danger, 
the speed. Your reactions to 
the environment make you 
aware of old ways of think¬ 
ing, or push you towards new 
ways.” 

Caire’s new ways of think¬ 
ing will be based on root 
structures, which, being nei¬ 
ther linear nor hierarchical, 
favor connections among a 
network of equals. “To get 
out of that oppositional, bina¬ 
ry reduction of the world, in 
which our cultures have been 
based since the Judeo, Greco- 
Latin cultures,” she said. “It’s 
really important to imple¬ 
ment other models that don’t 
reduce our thinking to tree- 
shape hierarchies. To get 
back to a structure where ev¬ 
ery node is connected to ev¬ 
ery other node.” As an exam¬ 
ple, she cited the humble 
potato, whose eyes produce 
roots which are potential 
potatoes, whose eyes produce 
roots, etc. 

This all sounds pretty sci¬ 
entific for an artist. “My work 
consists in articulating the fu¬ 
ture, one possible future,” 
said Caire. “My work gives re¬ 
ality to things which are very 
abstract, without losing the 
abstraction of it.” Maybe 
therein lies the art. T

Neapolitans. The episode the 
festival is showing explores 
several gay and inherently 
gay topics including a visit to 
“one of the saddest vacation 
spots in Europe,” a chat with 
tennis-star-turned-underwear 
entrepreneur Bjorn Borg and 
a peek into the life and art oi 
Tom of Finland. 

Playing with Eurotrash is

C oming as no surprise 
to anyone who has 
been dealing with 
Gay Games IV orga¬ 
nizers, there’s been another 
change. The registration ac¬ 
creditation, which was origi¬ 
nally going to be at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, but was then 
moved to the Passenger Ship 
Terminal on the West Side 
Highway, is now once again 
back at the Unity ’94 host Ho¬ 
tel Pennsylvania, 401 7th Av¬ 
enue at West 33rd St., across 
from Penn Station and Madi¬ 
son Square Garden. 

With close to 10,000 ath¬ 
letes expected to begin arriv¬ 
ing in the next week, and the 
Gay Games beginning on 
June 18th, this will hopefully 
be one of the final changes. 

All athletes must check in 
with Unity Center at the Ho¬ 
tel Pennsylvania to receive 
their registration accredita¬ 
tion, which will include their 
photo ID, necessary for entry 
to their sporting event as well 
as Opening and Closing Cere¬ 
monies. Unity Center will be 
open 24 hours a day, begin¬ 
ning Friday, June 17th, 
through Sunday, June 19th. 
After that, the hours will be 
10 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

Anyone who has gone 
through the process at previ¬ 
ous Gay Games knows to ex¬ 
pect a mob scene at the regis¬ 
tration center, particularly on 
Friday and Saturday when 


most athletes will be arriving 
in New York. Team San 
Francisco co-chair Susan 
Kennedy has advised all 
members of TSF to head di¬ 
rectly to the Unity Center and 
get the registration accredita¬ 
tion taken care of immediate- 

ly- 

Her concern centers 
around the fact that late ar¬ 
rivals may not get processed 
in time for Opening Cere¬ 
monies. Athletes must be as¬ 
sembled and checked in by 5 
p.m. at the soccer fields out¬ 
side Wien Stadium at 
Columbia University, site for 
the Opening Ceremonies. 
New York officials are esti¬ 
mating that those athletes 
who have not been processed 
at Unity Center by 3:30 p.m. 
may not make it to Opening 
Ceremonies on time. 

According to Kennedy, 
due to the structure and de¬ 
tailed program set-up for 
Opening ceremonies, it’s im¬ 
perative that athletes arrive at 
the staging area “no later than 
5 p.m.” Only registered ath¬ 
letes will be allowed to march 
in Opening Ceremonies. Uni¬ 
versity officials have request¬ 
ed no gum chewing or high 
heels, noting that it could ruin 
the field at Wien Stadium. 

Team SF leads the way 

The procession of athletes 
will once again be led by 
Team San Francisco, hosts of 
the first two Gay Games. 
Vancouver and New York 
will follow (as hosts of Gay 
Games 111 and IV, respective¬ 
ly) and then the remaining 
participants in geographical/ 
alphabetical order. San Fran¬ 
cisco is expected to have one 
of the largest contingents, 
close to 400 athletes. Other 
large groups include Los An¬ 
geles with over 200, New 
York, San Diego and Sydney, 
Australia. 

While Opening Cere¬ 
monies will focus on the ath¬ 
letes and all the pomp and 
circumstance that accompa¬ 
nies those Olympic flavored 
rituals, the Closing Cere¬ 
monies will be more of a par¬ 
ty, celebrating the end of a 
week full of pride and suc¬ 
cess. A major coup was 


scored by Unity ’94 in secur¬ 
ing Yankee Stadium for Clos¬ 
ing Ceremonies. Here athletes 
march in no particular order 
(having “come together as 
one” during the week) and 
will circle the perimeter of 
the field before taking seats 
in the stands. A stage will be 
set up across the infield from 
first to third base, and a big 
show of entertainment has 
been planned. Look for Little 
Richard, the Temptations, 
Grace Jones and others to per¬ 
form. Rumors are circulating 
on both the East and West 
Coasts about the singing of 
the “Star Spangled Banner” 
by Barbra Streisand, who will 
be in New York for her series 
of concerts. A New York 
source said it is “a 65 percent 
chance at this point,” but 
nothing has been confirmed. 

Team San Francisco will 
be hosting an “Athlete’s Par¬ 
ty” on Friday, June 24th, from 
9 p.m. to 1 a.m. at the South- 
gate Tower Hotel ballroom. 
While that event will be open 
to all, a special TSF mem- 
bers-only reception will take 
place prior to the party at 7 
p.m. TSF Board member 
Winston Mathis is looking for 
volunteers to help with that 
event and those interested 
should contact him at (415) 
282-9825.

San Jose's Jeff Tucker Wins In¬ 
ternational Mr. Leather '94

T he city of San Jose 
was catapulted into 
international fame 
for the second time 
since last September when a 
few minutes after midnight at 
the Congress Theatre in 
Chicago last Sunday Mr. San 
Jose Leather, Jeffrey Tucker, 
was named International Mr. 
Leather 1994. He won easily 
in a contest that brought to 
Chicago more than 42 contes¬ 
tants from the U.S., Australia, 
Canada, England and New 
Zealand. The first runner-up 
was Mr. New York Leather 
Orlando Diaz and the second 
runner-up was Mr. Oklahoma 
State Leather Terry Gate- 
wood. There was pure bed¬ 
lam in the ancient building 
that housed the contest, bed¬ 
lam created not only by the 
Northern Californians in at¬ 
tendance, but by the entire 
audience of leathermen and 
women. You’ll be pleased to 
know also, that the SF Bay 
Area contestants, Mr. SF 
Leather Mike Lias, and Mr. 
Alameda County Randy 
Wright were among the 20 
semi-finalists. 

Since divesting themselves 
from the South Bay, the City 
of San Jose has become, to 
the worldwide leather com¬ 
munity, home of the world’s 
two major male leather title 
holders, that is when you con¬ 
sider that International Mr. 
Drummer, Graylin Thornton, 
makes his home in San Jose 
as well. 

As judge emeritus at IML 
again this year, I can say that 
Jeffrey impressed the judges 
with his knowledge of leather 
history, gay rights legislation, 
and intelligent insight into 
questions asked of him. 

In his first appearance as a 
semi-finalist he brought the 
audience to its feet with his 
dynamite speech and at that 
point, it was all but over. 
Next, he strode onstage in a 
formal, betailed black leather 
outfit complete with a cum- 


berbund and matching bow 
tie in the colors of the 
Leather Pride Flag. Bedlam 
again. His smiling and ener¬ 
getic attitude proved to be an 
envy-producing asset. 

It was a knockout perfor¬ 
mance that paid off after Jeff s 
determination to win by thor¬ 
oughly immersing himself 
into a plan of attack by ap¬ 
pearing at major leather 
events all over the country; 
making himself visible and 
volunteering to help at every 
opportunity and studying the 
history of his chosen lifestyle. 
Like Luke Daniel (IML and 
Mr. Drummer 1982) before 


him, but with a shorter time 
frame, his determination to 
win was a classic example of 
a non-ego trip, a man who 
simply wants to contribute an 
entire year of his life to em¬ 
powering our tribe, male and 
female alike, with leadership, 
fundraising and brotherhood. 
Judging from the opinions ex¬ 


pressed afterward by every¬ 
one in attendance, including 
his fellow contestants, it 
should be a successful year 
for all of us. A homecoming 
celebration took place at 
Greg’s Ballroom in San Jose 
just this past Tuesday night to 
celebrate Jeff s victorv and to 
pledge support to what looks 
like another productive year.

Mr. Washington State 
Leather George Morton; Mr. 
Seattle Leather, Aubrey H. 
Sparks; Mr. Baltimore 
Leather Kevin Harvey; and 
deemed the hottest leather- 
man in the show, Mr. Montre¬ 
al Leather, Pierre Griffith. 

The IML 16th anniversary 
production this year was flaw¬ 
less, but what would you ex¬ 
pect with the energetic Au¬ 
drey Joseph lending her ex¬ 
pertise to Back Door Produc¬ 
tions, who produced the 
show? With 43 hot men com¬ 
peting, a flawless color guard, 
the Chicago Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus singing the national an¬ 
thems of the U.S. and other 
countries, plus a dynamite il¬ 
lusionist, there were no disap¬ 
pointments, except for Lenny 
Broberg’s co-emcee, Hurri¬ 
cane Storm. 

Whether it was exhaustion 
or vanity that precluded his 
not wearing glasses — he mis¬ 
pronounced names through¬ 
out — La Storm’s presence 
could be compared to a cheap 
honky-tonk drag bar (“I need 
a cocktail” at least 3 times!) 
with all that complaining 
about a seven-hour drive to 
get to IML. With aplomb, 
Lenny rescued the show and 
took charge as only he could. 

With all due respect to 
drag queen entertainers, 
many of whom I admire, the 
concept of “inclusion” be¬ 
comes a mystifying concept 
when dedicated leathermen 
remain stymied by the insis¬ 
tence of drag personalities at 
major leather events. My only 
response to those who ques¬ 
tion me about this thorn of 
contention is to say, “write a 
letter to the producer (s).” 

The lobbies of the Chicago 
Congress Hotel are probably 
the world’s best cruising sites 
at IML. Porn star Donny Rus¬ 
so was cavorting around in 
the lobby giving everyone a 
hard time and a harder time 
in private rooms. But he got 
“his” when a dashing 
Lothario managed to shave 
our Donny for the first time. 
Our own King of Leather, 
Andy Rose, did such a great 
job helping contestant den 
daddy Walt Ringler with the 
43 aspirants, that he’s been in¬ 
vited back for next year. 

There were plenty of San 
Francisco leathermen on 
hand and the SF- in-Chicago 
party was, as usual, jammed. 
There were parties big and 
small everywhere, both in the 
hotel and in other venues. 
The memorial service for the 


late International Mr. Drum¬ 
mer, Emerson Briney, was 
both solemn and fun with 
funny anecdotes and praise — 
it was not maudlin at all. 

The crew of IML and all 
the volunteers got great 
recognition for their efforts; 
shuttle buses were prompt, 
but getting into the leather 
bars entailed a wait in line for 
anywhere from 30 to 45 min¬ 
utes. And International Ms. 
Leather, Anne Bergstedt, was 
enthralled with the reception

Chuck Zinn Dies 
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With much consideration 
and controversy a group of 
gay people decided to have a 
“drag ball” on December 31, 
1964. As the drag queens en¬ 
tered they were pho¬ 
tographed by the S.F.P.D.; 
most requested copies, if pos¬ 
sible. . 

Wfth the talents of these 
individuals, gay theater was 
born with all male casts of 
Broadway shows. It started 
slowly; A.J. Esta directed 
The Women, presented by 
The Coits, a gay social club. 
The Society for Individual 
Rights produced three one-act 
plays, including one by a man 
named Chuck Zinn. That was 
1966. From 1966 until 1978, 
gay theater and gay rights in 
San Francisco moved for¬ 
ward hand in hand; Dames 
at Sea, 42nd Street, and, 
of course, Chuck Zinn’s one- 
man show at Chez Jacques, 
Guys and Dolls. 

Then for the first and only 
time, not once but twice, the 
production rights for Hello 
Dolly were secured, and 
there was Chuck Zinn as di¬ 
rector. Every night, with ear 
phones in hand, he controlled 
one of the most successful 
fundraisers ever held by the 
gay community. He then 
topped this off with his direc¬ 
tion of The Wizard of Oz at 
the Kabuki Theater, which 
received rave reviews from 
all of the major news media.

C an I provide an 
overview of the pho¬ 
to exhibit The Male 
Nude when it does 
not itself have one? 

I could say something 
about a continuity of gay vi¬ 
sion over a period of decades, 
and something else about the 
unity that these photos locate 
in our diversity, but there’s 
another, perhaps, more im¬ 
portant fact concerning these 
images, which are on display 
at the Scott Nichols Gallery 
through June 25. 

These photos, especially 
the older ones, which were 
produced in more closeted 
days, are each a witness to 
our history. So what I like 
most about the exhibit is 
putting myself in the middle 
of it and soaking up my an¬ 
cestors. 

And what a heterogenous 
bunch of artists and models 
they are. The Male Nude 


contains over 50 original 
prints, consisting of the work 
of approximately 30 men and 
10 women. Nearly half of 
them live and work in the 
Bay Area and the majority, 
judging from their work, are 
gay. 

The exhibit ranges from 
Eadward Muybridge’s studies 


in movement, to Joel-Peter 
Witkin’s studies in, well, 
whatever it is that he does — 
call it studies in grotesque 
beauty. Throughout the show, 
such contrasts enliven the 
walls and comment on each 
other.

(Continued from previous page) 
queen Madeleine, her penis is 
tucked. A spray of flaxen hair 
puffs from her crotch. It’s 
pretty insouciant. Right next 
door is the famous Diane Ar¬ 
bus print of an aging circus 
transvestite. Pretty dour. 

There are some mono¬ 
graphic physique studies from 
Western Model Guild, Jack 
La Lanne flexing his muscles 
in the nude, and a sexy photo 
by Bruce of Los Angeles. In 
“Twins: Terry and Jon Sum¬ 
mers,” Bruce flouts conven¬ 
tions of his day — facing each 
other, the boy’s dick heads 
are almost touching. Sensa¬ 
tional. 

But my favorite may be 


the poster shot by Peter 
Stackpole. In “Marines 2nd 
Division, Saipan,” the enlisted 
men wash their clothes and 
frolic naked on a tropical 
beach. Is that a blow-job we 
see in the mid-distance? No, 
just a seabee washing his bud¬ 
dy’s hair. Only a little homo¬ 
erotic. 

The “discovery” of this ex¬ 
hibit is young photographer 
Nelson Santos, who brings 
deepening pools of emotional 
current and tauntingly am¬ 
biguous mystery to his assem¬ 
blages. You won’t understand 
Santos’ imagery, but you’ll 
still be transported by his vi¬ 
sions. ▼
